When  looking  for  a  certain  remedy  and  its 
specific  indication,  look  for  the  name  of  the  organ 
or  part  upon  which  the  effect  of  the  medicine  is 
desired.  For  instance  :  We  have  a  bladder  diffi- 
culty, look  for  "Bladder,"  or  "Urinary  Organs," 
and  not  for  "Cystitis"  etc.  We  have  a  heart 
trouble,  look  for  "Heart,"  not  for  "Endocarditis," 
or  "Palpitation,"  etc.  We  have  a  uterine  or  men- 
strual derangement,  look  for  "Reproductive  Or- 
gans," or  "Menstruation,"  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
so  on.  *

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ABDOMINAL  PAIN. 

Dioscorea  V. — Bilious  colic,  colic  from  passage  of 
gall  stones,  colic  with  sharp  cutting  pains, 
pains  of  a  tearing  character,  aggravated  by 
walking,  continued  unabated  abdominal 
pains  with  exacerbation  and  tenderness  on 
pressure,  pain  in  abdomen,  relieved  by 
pressure  or  by  supporting  abdomen  and 
keeping  stilL 

Magnesia  sz///?/z.— Tormina  and  tenesmus  of  bow- 
els with  small  and  frequent  mucus  dis- 
charges. 

EpiloMum. — Colicky  pains  with  diarrhoea. 

Nux. — Paroxysmal  abdominal  pain,  pointing  to- 
ward umbilicus,  sallowness  of  the  face,  sal- 
low mouth  and  tongue,  nausea. 

Eucalyptus. — Sensation  of  coldness  in  bow^els. 

Chionaiithus. — Pain  in  epigastrium  and  right  hy- 
pochondrium,  intense  pains  over  liver,  sim- 
ulating colic,  with  yellowness  of  skin  and 
eyes,  bilious  colic. 

Leptandria. — Dull,  heavy  pain  in  right  hypochon- 
drium,  fullness  of  abdomen, 

Jfepeta  cat.—  Flexing  of  thighs  upon  abdomen, 
pain  in  abdomen,  writhing  of  patient,  per- 
sistent crying. 

Bismuth  sub. — Gastralgia  with  irritation  of  stom- 
ach, foul  smelling  vomiting. 
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Podophyllum. — Full  tongue  with  pasty  secretion, 
full  abdomen  dull  pain,  bowels  constipa- 
ted, yellowrish-white  coat  on  tongue. 

CJiamomilla. — Colic  with  diarrhoea,  and  flatulence, 
discharges  containing  curdled  milk, 

Colocynth. — Cutting  pain  in  abdomen  with  diar- 
rhoea, tenesmus  increasing  pain,  pain  low 
down,  sharp  cutting,  wind  passes  at  stool, 
diarrhoea,  swelling  of  bowels, 

Jlitchella. — Uneasy  sensations  in  pelvis,  with 
dragging,  tenderness  on  pressure. 

Arsenic. — Pain  in  abdomen  and  cannot  lie  upon 
his  back,  but  keeps  his  legs  flexed,  no  ten- 
derness on  pressure,  relaxed  tissue.  Use 
small  dose. 
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APHTH/E,  SORE  MOUTHS. 

Achillea  null. — With  atonic  condition  of  stomach 
and  bowels. 

Phytolacca. — Soreness  of  mouth  and  throat,  with 
tendency  to  death  of  epithelium ;  mucous 
membranes  are  pale,  the  epithelium  gives 
way,  showing  vesicles,  ulcerations  ;  nursing 
child's  sore  mouth. 

Thuya. — Sore  mouth.     (Howe). 

Hydrastis. — Sore  mouth  with  increased  mucous 
secretion,  thick  and  tenacious  saliva. 

Aconite. — Aphthae  with  fever. 

Borax. — Locally  to  sores. 

Baptisia. — Face  is  full  and  purplish,  tongue  and 

mucous  membrane  of  mouth  purplish. 
Sulphurous  acid. — Tongue  red  and  covered  with 

a  glutinous  coating. 
Rhus. — Erythematous  spots  of  eruption  on  surface, 

sharp  features. 
Berberis  aquif. — Stomatitis  ;  chronic  affections  of 

mucous  membranes. 

Lycopodium. — A  peculiarly  red  and  irritable  mu- 
cous membrane  of  lips,  cheeks,  and  roof  of 
mouth,  complaining  of  burning  of  these  sur- 
faces, bad  digestion,  red  sand  in  urine. 

Iris  or  Phytolacca,  or  both. — A  peculiar  pallid 
condition  of  mucous  surfaces,  as  if  they  had 
been  water-soaked,  lack  of  taste,  things 
were  insipid,  appetite  poor,  nutrition  poor, 
tendency  to  glandular  disease. 


APHTHiE. -BURNING  PAIN. 


Oxide  Zinc. — Child's  breath  is  bad,  eructations  of 
food,  waterbrash,  gastrodynia;  secretions  of 
mouth  become  so  acrid  that  they  excoriate 
the  mucous  membranes  and  lips,  and  pro- 
duce soreness  of  the  nipple. 

Carbo.  veg. — Salty  taste  in  mouth  with  profuse 
watery  secretion  and  nausea,  sour  eructa- 
tions after  eating. 
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Sulphur. — In  soles  of  feet  or  top  of  head. 
Eryngium. — Burning  pain  in  bladder  and  urethra. 
Apis. — Burning  with  itching  in  urethra  or  surface. 
Gelseminum. — Frequent  desire  to   urinate,   with 

irritation. 
Amman,  aqua.— Locally  on  bee  stings. 
Cannabis. — Burning  in   urethra   and  throughout 

the    urinary   tract.     Frequent    midurition 

with  burning. 
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BLOOD,  TISSUES. 

Fowler's  sol. — Epidermis  dry,  skin  inelastic,  pulse 

soft. 
Donovan's  sol. — Secondary   syphilis,  if  tongue  is 

small  and  its  redness  increased. 

Chloride  of  Gold  and  Sodium. — Indolent  chancres 
and  buboes,  not  sensitive;  secondary  and 
tertiary  symptoms ;  in  all  cases  the  tongue 
is  contracted  and  redder  than  usual. 

Conium. — Local  disease  with  caco-plastic  deposit. 

Cuprum. — A  blood  maker  after  severe  hemor- 
rhages or  exhaustive  discharges,  the  skin 
being  pale  and  transparent.  Chlorosis  when 
skin  has  a  dirty-greenish  tinge;  tongue  is 
usually  clean  and  breath  sweet.  A  stimu- 
lant to  blood  making. 

Syr.  iodide  Iron. — Enlargement  of  lymphatic 
glands  without  deposit  in  connective  tissue. 

Gadus  MorrliucB. — Deposit  of  caco-plastic  or 
aplastic  material  in  cellular  tissue  with 
tendency  to  breaking  down. 

Hypoplios.  I  ime. — Deposit  of  aplastic  or  caco-plas- 
tic material  in  connective  tissue ;  tubercu- 
laris  ;  Phthisis  pulmonalis. 

Pot.  Iodide. — Syphilis  with  a  pale,  leaden  colored 
tongue,  usually  full ;  general  alterative. 

Kalmia. — In  syphilis  with  excited  circulation. 
Oleum  morrliucE. — Tissues  soft,  atonic,  with  caco- 
plastic  or  aplastic   deposit;    soft,  frequent 
pulse  with  increased  temperature  part  of  the 
day. 
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Pot.  clilor. — Antiseptic  of  puerpural  state  ;  when 
portions  of  placenta,  blood-clots,  etc.,  are 
retained  and  undergoing  decomposition; 
fetid  lochia,  fetid  breath. 

Pot.  permang. — Tissues  lost  vitality,  inclined  to 
slough ;  use  locally. 

Phytolacca. — Enlargement  of  lymphatics,  death  of, 
and  imperfect  reproduction  of,  the  epithel- 
ium ;  alterative,  in  scrofula  and  chronic  skin 
diseases ;  alterative  effect  upon  lymphatic 
structures. 

Stillingia. — Secondary  and  tertiary  syphilis,  scrof- 
ula where  tissues  are  feeble  and  not  readily 
removed  and  renewed ;  glistening  mucous 
membrane  with  scanty  secretion. 

Thuya. — Syphilitic  or  other  diseases  of  bad  blood 
with  warty  excrescences  or  ulceration, 
showing  prominence  of  papillae  ;  caco-plas- 
tic  deposits  in  fascia  and  skin  ;  tendency  to 
warty  growth. 

Alnus.- — General  alterative  ;  scrofula. 

Corydalis. — Alterative,  tonic,  anti- syphilitic;  in- 
creases waste  and  improves  nutrition ; 
Scudder's  favorite  alterative. 

Dulcamara. — As  alterative  in  cutaneous  dis- 
eases, syphilis,  scrofula  and  inflammatory 
deposits,  especially  when  we  have  a  feeble 
circulation,  cold  purplish  extremities,  full- 
ness of  tissue,  tendency  to  oedema  and  a 
scaly  condition  of  the  skin. 

Echinacea  august. — An  alterative  of  great  value 
in  strumous  diathesis,  syphilis,  old  sores 
and   wounds.     A   powerful    antiseptic,   lo- 
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cally  and  internally,  in  diphtheria,  typhoid 
conditions,  cholera  infantum,  and  in  blood 
poisoning. 

Ferri  acetate. — Blood  restorative,  in  chlorosis  and 
anemic  conditions  with  pallor  of  surface. 
Aversion  to  motion  and  blueness  of  tongue. 
dull,  heavy  pain  in  back  of  head.  Contra- 
indicated  when  gastric  catarrh  exists. 

Fucus  res. — As  a  powerful  alterative  it  acts  di- 
rectly on  the  glandular   system,  in  obesity. 

Iris. — Alterative,  secondary  syphilis,  any  case 
when  we  have  bad  blood  and  imperfect  nu- 
trition 

La  pa  offic. — Chroni3  diseases  due  to  abnormal 
condition  or  taints  of  the  blood. 

Podophyllum. — Alterative,  to  increase  waste,  im- 
proves digestion  and  blood  making. 

Polymnia  l/vedalia. — Glandular  enlargement,  im- 
paired circulation,  inelastic  and  sodden 
tissues. 

Rumex. — Chronic  skin  diseases  with  bad  blood ;  a 
valuable  alterative. 

Sambucus— Where  a  general  alterative  is  desired. 

Sarracenia. — Is  a  remedy  for  syphilis. 

Sodium  sulphite. — Antiseptic,  arrests  septic  pro- 
cess when  patient  has  a  broad,  pallid,  dirty 
tongue,  mucus  tissues  pallid,  exudations 
light  and  pasty. 

Veratrum. — Alterative  (Howe). 

Sulphur. — As  an  alterative. 

Jacaranda. — A  powerful  anti-syphilitic,  a  remedy 
for  worn-down  constitutions. 
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Phosphorus. — Chronic  diseases,  an  enfeebled  nu- 
trition of  brain,  imperfect  retrograde  meta- 
amorphosis  and  combustion,  with  caco-plas- 
tic  or  tubercular  exudations. 

Cod  Liver  Oil. — Extremities  are  cool,  skin  relax- 
ed, doughy  or  dirty,  small  boils,  inflamma- 
tion of  cellular  tissue,  ulceration  of  skin, 
bad  blood. 

Malt. — Digestion  and  nutrition  is  impaired  and 
there  is  a  tendency  to  scrofulous  or  tuber- 
cular deposits. 

Acetate  pot. — To  remove  waste  from  the  blood. 

Quinia,  Strychnia  and  Iron. — Tonic  and  restora- 
tive. 

Iodine. — Increases  retrograde  metamorphosis. 

Lauras  Sassafras. — Alterative,  secondary  syph- 
ilis. 

Hypophosphites  comp.  syrup. — Surface  usually 
pallid,  waxen  and  extremities  cold,  feeble 
nutrition  of  nerve  centers.

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BOILS. 

Aconite. — Locally  to  incipient  boils. 

Calx-lime. — Boils,  and  inflammations  of  cellular 
tissue  having  something  of  this  character. 

Conhim. — Local  disease  with  caco-plastic  deposit. 

Permang.  pot. — Locally  in   early  stage   of  felons 
and  boils. 

Lycopodium. — Slow,  painful  boils,  nodes  or  swell- 
ings. 

Veratrum  V. — Locally  to  abort. 

Sesqui-carbonate  of  potash. — As   injection   into 
carbuncle. 

Echinacea  angust. — An  alterative  of  great  value  ; 
old  sores,  wounds, 

[See  Blood.] 
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BRAIN  REMEDIES. 

Belladonna. — Dullness,  hebetude,  disposition  to 
sleep,  coma,  eyes  dull,  pupils  dilated,  con- 
gestion of  cerebro-spinal  centers. 

Brora,  pot. — Sleeplessness  and  restlessness,  when 
there  is  a  vigorous  circulation  without  fe  • 
ver;  epilepsy  or  convulsions  with  irritation 
of  sexual  organs.  Relieves  nervous  irrita- 
tion and  induces  sleep  when  the  circulation 
is  strong  and  face  and  neck  flushed. 

Gelseminum. — Flushed  face,  bright  eyes,  pupils 
contracted,  increased  heat  of  head,  restless- 
ness, pain  in  entire  head.  Irritation  and 
determination  of  blood  to  brain. 

Gentiana. — Mental  weariness  associated  with  de- 
pression at  epigastric  region. 

Ginseng. — Sensation  of  dullness  in  head  with  in- 
ability to  control  the  voluntary  muscles „ 
nervous  dyspepsia. 

Coca. — Easily  tired,  feeling  of  weariness,  depres- 
sion of  spirits,  hysteria,  headache,  and  nerv- 
ous troubles, 

Hellebor us  Niger. — Dullness  of  intellect,  heavi- 
ness of  head,  coldness  of  forehead  with 
clammy  sweat. 

Hyoscyamus. — Delirium  with  hallucination^ 
stimulant  to  cerebro-spinal  centers,  allays 
irritation,  gives  rest,  promotes  sleep. 

Pulsatilla. — Mental  depression,  nervousness,  diz- 
ziness, nervous,  restless,  has  an  active  im- 
agination for  disease,  fear  of  impending  dan- 
ger, a  reproductive  wrong. 
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Ergot. — Dullness  of  intellect,  disposition  to  sleep, 
dizziness,  stimulant  to  nerve  centers. 

Str ammonium. — Acute  delirium  when  patient  is 
passionate  and  violent,  can  not  control  his 
temper,  feels  an  almost  uncontrollable  de- 
sire to  destroy  something  or  injure  some- 
body. 

Valerian. — Cerebro- spinal  stimulant,  in  chorea 
when  stimulation  is  desirable,  allays  nerv- 
ous irritability,  modifies  or  arrests  pain, 
promotes  rest  and  favors  sleep,  where  these 
conditions  result  from  an  enfeebled  cere- 
bral circulation. 

Erythroxylon. — Stimulant  to  the  nerve  centers, 
diminishing  the  excretions,  allaying  hunger 
and  giving  artificial  strength  and  endurance. 
Used  in  debilitated  conditions  ;  in  hysteria, 
mental  or  physical  exhaustion;  gastro- 
enteric debility  and  in  enfeebled  conditions 
of  the  nerve  centers. 

Guar  ana. — A  gentle  excitant  of  the  cerebro-spinal 
centers ;  in  mental  exhaustion  or  depression. 

Humulus.— Deranged  conditions  of  brain  and 
nervous  system,  cases  of  nervous  irritability 
attended  with  wakefulness.  They  are  ano- 
dyne and  hypnotic. 

Oenantha  Croc. — Epilepsy  and  diseases  resulting 
from  mal-nutrition  and  anemia  of  brain  and 
spinal  cord. 

Physostigma. — In  diseases  of  nerve  centers,  with 
weak  pulse,  cool  surface  and  mental  torpor, 
pupils  contracted. 
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Podophyllum. — Marked  by  dizziness  and  weight 

in   head   and   imperfect   command   of  the 

muscles. 
Scutellaria. — Direct  influence  upon  .the  cerebro- 
spinal centers,  controlling  irritation. 
Ustilago  Maidis. — Enfeebled  circulation  to  brain, 

dizziness,  unsteadiness,   dull   headache    at 

top  of  head,  impaired  vision. 
Rhus. — Cerebral  disease,  patient  is  restless,  starts 

in  sleep,  sudden  sharp  cry  J  sharp  features, 

small  sharp  pulse. 
Ammonium    iodide. — Headache    with    dizziness, 

unsteadiness  of  walk,  feeble  circulation. 
Chloral  hydrate. — Relieves  pain,  produces  sleep, 

arrests  convulsions.     Contra-indicated  by  a 

feeble  circulation. 
Opium. — Pulse  is  small   and  open,   face   pallid^ 

eyes  dull,  pain,  sleeplessness. 
Phosphorus. — Low  grade  of  inflammation,  feeble 

circulation,  and  cerebral  anemia. 

Ferrocyanide  pot. — Peculiar  nervousness,  with 
enfeebled  circulation  and  nutrition  to  the 
brain. 

Hypophosphites  comp.  syr. — Enfeebled  circulation 
and  feeble  nutrition    of  nerve  centers, 

Sulfonal. — Hypnotic. 

Ammonium  brom. — Pallid  surface  and  open 
pulse,  involuntary  contraction  of  muscles, 
convulsions. 

Cypripedium. — Patient  is  nervous,  sleepless,  rest- 
less, inclined  to  motion  and  wants  relief  at 
once. 
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Cactus. — Patient  is  nervous,  sleepless,  and  com- 
plains of  oppression  in  chest,  with  difficult 
breathing  and  a  fear  that  some  important 
function  will  stop. 

Cannabis. — Uneasy,  excited,  disagrees  with  his 
attendants  and  can  not  rest  or  sleep. 

Sulphuric  Ether. — Cerebral  stimulant,  relieves 
the  headache  of  atony  speedily,  insomnia 
or  restlessness,  with  pallid  face  and  enfeeb- 
led circulation. 

Chloroform. — As  an  inhalation  to  quiet  irritation 
of  the  nervous  system,  and  give  rest.  The 
enfeebled  circulation  and  pallid  face,  with- 
out heat,  is  the  condition.  Infantile  con- 
vulsions, puerperal  convulsions. 

Agaricus  muse. — Involuntary  muscular  twitch- 
ing, dimness  of  sight,  pressing  pain  in  oc- 
ciput, inclination  to  fall  backwards. 

Ailanthus  gland. — Epileptiform  contraction  of 
muscles. 

Passiftora  incar. — Irritation  of  brain  and  nerv- 
ous system.     Sleeplessness. 

[See  Nervous  System.     Convulsion*.] 
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BLADDER. 

Rhus  to  J. — Enuresis,  or  dribbling  of  the  urine,  in 
case  of  partial  paralysis  of  the  bladder. 

Gelseminum. — Women  of  hysterical  type,  troubled 
by  irritability  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder, 
causing  frequent  desire  to  urinate.  Fre- 
quent desire  to  urinate  with  irritation. 

(rossypium. — Sense  of  fullness  and  weight  in  blad- 
der with  difficult  micturition. 

Epigia  rep. — Debility  and  relaxation  of  the  blad- 
der with  irritable  mucous  membrane;  in- 
continence. 

Hydrangea. — Stone  in  bladder  and  urinary  calculi; 
irritable  bladder  and  urinary  passages,  urine 
passed  with  difficulty  and  tenesmus  ;  blood 
in  urine. 

Eryngium. — Irritable  and  catarrhal  conditions  of 
bladder,  attended  with  scanty  flow  of  urine, 
prolonged  efforts  to  empty  bladder  and  fre- 
quent micturition,  worse  at  night ;  burning 
in  bladder  and  urethra.  Uneasiness  in  blad- 
der, frequent  desire  to  urinate  and  painful 
micturition;  pain  in  bladder  extending  to 
loin. 

Apis.— Frequent  desire  to  urinate,  characterized 
by  sensations  of  heat  and  burning  pain  in 
bladder  and  urethra,  with  itching. 

Bals.  Copaiba. — Pressure  and  tenesmus  in  blad- 
der, 

Elaterium. — Chronic  inflammation  of  bladder;  pas- 
sages of  mucus  or  muco-pus  with  tenesmus  ; 
deep  soreness  in  the  bladder,  with  dragging 
in  the  perineum. 
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Gaultheria. — Irritation  of  base  of  bladder  and 
prostrate,  leading  to  sexual  excitement. 

Ifrtica  Dio. — Chronic  inflammation  of  bladder  with 
abundant  mucous  discharge. 

Agrimoiria. — Chronic  catarrhal  diseases  of  blad- 
der; pain  simulating  colic,  pointing  in  the 
lumbar  region  ;  acute  pain  deep-seated  in 
region  of  kidneys ;  pain  extending  from 
kidneys  down  ureters. 

Eriodictyon. — Catarrh  of  the  bladder. 

Barosma. — Stimulant  to  mucous  membranes  of 
genito-urinary  organs  ;  a  highly  acid  urine, 
constant  desire  to  urinate  and  little  or  no 
relief  from  micturition. 

Cantliaris. — Stimulant  to  urinary  apparatus,  es- 
pecially the  bladder. 

Chimijjhilta  umbel. — Chronic  diseases  of  genito- 
urinary mucous  membranes  with  scanty 
urine,  muco-purulent  sediment,  vesical 
tenesmus,  frequent  micturition  and  smart- 
ing pains ;  chronic  vesical  catarrh,  gravel. 

Cubeba. — It  exerts  a  direct  influence  upon  the 
bladder  and  urethra  and  will  sometimes 
cure  an  old  gonorrhoea  and  gleet.  In  the 
scalding  urine  in  women  and  burning  and 
irritation  of  the  vulva.  Cystitis,  the  more 
acute  symptoms  having  passed  away. 

Eriqeron. — In  painful  diseases  of  kidneys  and 
bladder  and  in  diseased  conditions  of  mu- 
cous membranes  attended  with  free  dis- 
charges, 

JVux. — Want  of  power  in  bladder  to  void  urine. 
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Stigmata  maydis. — A  mild  stimulating  diuretic 
in  acute  and  chronic  inflammation  of  blad- 
der and  in  uric  acid  and  phosphatic  gravel. 

Equisetum. — Simple  diuretic ;  in  gravel,  dysuria, 
suppression  of  urine. 

Cannabis. — To  relieve  irritation  of  urinary  organs, 
cystitis,  gonorrhoea,  etc. 

Salix  nigra,  aments. — Relieves  irritable  condition 
of  the  genito-urinary  organs,  cystitis,  pros- 
tatitis, etc. 

Eupatorium  purp. — To  increase  secretion  of  urine 
relieves  irritation  of  the  urinary  passages. 

Triticum  rep. — For  the  relief  of  irritation  of  the 
urinary   apparatus  and  as  a  cure   for  the 
gravel.

BRONCHI, 

The  indicated  sedative  in  inflammations  of. 

Aconite. — In  acute  disease  of,  with  the  small  fre- 
quent pulse. 

Aesculus  glab. — Grasping,  tightening  sense  of 
constriction  in  post  sternal  region;  bronchial 
irritation,  hypersecretion  and  difficult 
breathing. 

Bichromate  Pot. — Chronic  bronchitis,  expectora- 
tion thick,  bluish-white  and  tenacious,  dif- 
ficult of  removal,  (one-sixtieth  gr.) 

Lavendula  combined  with  Lobelia. — Asthenic 
Bronchitis. 

Spongia  testa,  Homeop.  dil. — Wheezing  inspira- 
tion, croupal  cough,  soreness  and  burning 
in  air  passages. 

Drosera. — Bronchial  irritation,  with  irritative  and 
spasmodic  cough,  dryness  of  air  passages. 

Catalpa. — Relieves  irritation  of  the  bronchial 
tubes  and  gives  freedom  to  respiration, 
Asthma  and  chronic  bronchitis. 

Eriodictyon. — A  stimulant  to  the  mucous  mem- 
brane in  affections  of  the  respiratory  organs. 

Euphorbia  pilul. — Spasmodic  action  of  respiratory 
muscles,  with  bronchial  irritation,  as  an 
anti-asthmatic  it  gives  prompt  relief,  bron- 
chial affections  generally. 

— Its  principal  use  is  in  bronchial  dis- 
eases, with  increased  secretions. 

Lobelia. — Asthenic  bronchitis  with  ^increased  se- 
cretion. 

Marrubium—  Stimulant  to  laryngeal  and  bron- 
chial mucous  membranes. 
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Sanguinaria. — Bronchitis  with  dryness  of  air  pass 
ages,  increased  secretion  from  bronchial 
mucous  membrane,  with  sense  of  tightness 
or  constriction  in  lungs  or  larynx,  sense  of 
burning  and  constriction  in  fauces  or  phar- 
ynx, with  irritative  cough  and  difficult  res.- 
piration.  Patient  is  nervous  and  restless, 
redness  of  nose  with  burning  and  thin 
acric  discharges,  spots  of  bright  redness  on 
face  or  chest,  redness  and  burning  of  ears. 

Verbascum. — Allays  bronchial  irritation  and 
checks  cough. 

Senega. — A  most  active  local  stimulant  to  the  res- 
piratory tract 

Stillingia. — Chronic  bronchitis,  relieving  irritation 
and  cough. 

Trifolium. — Irritable  condition  of  pulmonary 
passages,  with  spasmodic  cough,  pulmon- 
ary troubles  generally. 

Senega. — Much  rattling  in  chest,  free  expectora- 
tion of  mucus  or  muco-pus,  cough  deep  and 
succussive. 

Scillae. — Cough  with  secretion  of  a  yellowish 
muco  pus,  much  rattling  in  chest. 

Grindelia. — Breathing  is  labored  and  asthmatic, 
cough  hard,  with  rattling  of  mucus,  sense 
of  soreness  and  rawness  in  chest. 

Emetics. — For  removal  of  material  from  respira- 
tory organs,  mucus. 

Nepeta  cat. — Mucous  membranes  of  air  passages 
are  irritable,  skin  dry  and  harsh. 

Ammon.  mur. — Oppressed  respiration  with  bron- 
chial sounds. 
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Ipecac. — Irritation  of  mucus  membrane  of  bronchi, 

with  increased  circulation. 
Bryonia. — Bronchitis  with  a  hard  vibratile  pulse, 

flushed  right  cheek,  frontal  pain,  irritative 

cough. 

Asclepias. — Bronchitis  when  skin  is  hot  but  inclin- 
to  moisture,  sharp  pain,  diaphoretic. 

Aralia  race. — Cough  and  irritation  of  the  mucous 
surfaces,  in  catarrhal  affections. 


CONGESTION. 

Bella  donna. — The  remedy  for  congestion,  espec- 
ially of  the  cerebrospinal  centers.  Patient 
is  dull  and  stupid,  drowsy,  sleeps  with  eyes 
partly  open;  countenance  expressionless; 
dull  eyes,  pupils  dilated,  coma ;  impaired 
capillary  circulation  of  skin. 

Lobelia. — Pulmonary  and  cardiac  congestion,  full 
doses. 

Xia\ — Congestion  of  liver,  spleen. 

Vstilugo  maidis. — Capillary  congestion. 

Ammonium  mur. — Dusky  flush  of  skin,  of  mu- 
cous membrane  ;  oppressed  respiration  with 
bronchial  sounds. 

Ergot — Stimulant  to  capillary  circulation. 
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CHILLS. 

Boletus  Laricis. — Chills  confined  to  the  back;  chills 
alternated  with  flashes  of  heat ;  great 
weight  and  debility  of  the  back. 

Eucalyptus. — Perspiration  during  chill.  Cold  ex- 
tremities. 

Ignatia. — Morning  chills  ;  feels  better  out  of  doors; 
stomach  troubled. 

Xanthium  spin. — Anti-periodic  when  patient  is 
subject  to  profuse  sweatings. 

Aconite. — Complains  of  feeling  chilly  and  aches 
all  over. 

Alstonia. — Skin  sallow  and  dirty,  bowels  irregular, 
tongue  dirty  and  the  urine  depositing  a 
sediment. 

Euonymus. — Anti-periodic. 

Cinchona,  Quinia. — All  acute  or  chronic  affections 
with  periodicity. 

Cornus  flor. — General  exhaustion,  tonic,  anti- 
periodic. 

AranecE  tela, — Persistent   ague   with   nervousness 

or  hysterical  symptoms,  pulse  full  and  irreg- 
ular. 

Aranece  diadema. — Chills  with  confusion  of  ideas  ; 

chills  prolonged  with    prostration  ;   febrile 

reaction  not  high. 
Convallaria  maj '. — In    malarial    fevers;    worms; 

constipation. 
Arsenic. — Periodicity  not  cured  by  quinine,  lifeless 

inelastic  skin. 

[See  Fevers.] 
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COUGH. 

Sulphur  3d.  trit. — Persistent  cough  with  copious 
expectorations  of  thick,  yellowish  or  gray- 
ish-white secretions  accompanied  by  crepi- 
tant rales. 

Yerba  Santa. — Cough  with  abundant  and  easy 
expectoration. 

Collinsonia. — Cough  arising  from  use  of  voice. 

Rumex  crisp.  —  Cachectic  cough  ;  high  range  of 
temperature,  cough  with  free  secretion, 
weight  and  fullness  in  breast  and  great  de- 
bility. Cough  with  sense  of  irritation  in 
trachea  and  larynx,  cough  with  sensation  of 
fullness  in  chest,  sighing,  yawning,  efforts 
to  take  a  full  inspiration. 

Spongia. — Pain  in  larynx  on  touching  it  and 
turning  the  head,  burning  in  larynx  and 
trachea,  dry  and  husky  voice.  Cough  with 
deep  soreness  ;  hoarse  croupal  cough,  wheez- 
ing inspiration,  soreness  and  burning  in  air 
passages.     (Homeo,  Dilut.) 

Bryonia. — Cough  hacking  as  from  some  irritating 
substance. 

Aesculus  glad. — Cough  due  to  irritation  of  nerve 
centers. 

Drosera. — Cough  is  expulsive  as  from  irritation 
that  can  not  be  controlled,  cough  of  meas- 
les, whooping  cough,  when  there  is  dryness 
of  the  air  passages  and  much  irritation  of 
nervous  system,  irritative  and  spasmodic 
cough,  especially  where  there  is  dryness  of 
the  air  passages,  for  a  cough  that  will  cough 
despite  the  patient's  resistance. 
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Ljjcopus. — Chronic  cough  with  frequent  pulse  and 
high  range  of  temperature,  cough  with 
sense  of  burning  in  chest  or  sense  of  raw- 
ness with  irritation. 

Plx  liguida.  '—Cough  with  prof  use  bronchial  secre- 
tion. 

Sanguinaria  nit. — Cough  with  tickling  or  irrita- 
tion of  throat,  sense  of  irritation  of  nose, 
atonic  condition  with  a  dry  hacking  cough. 

Stilling  ia. — Irritation  of  superior  pharynx  and 
just  behind  fauces,  causing  cough,  hoarse 
croupal  cough,  paroxysmal,  as  if  from 
great  laryngeal  irritation. 

Sticta. — Cough  with  pain  in  shoulders,  extending 
to  occiput. 

Hepatica. — Relieves  irritation  of  mucous  mem- 
branes, quiets  cough  and  checks  increased 
secretion. 

Trifolium  prat.  —  Spasmodic  cough,  whooping 
cough  and  the  cough  of  measles;  irritable 
condition  of  larynx  and  pulmonary  pass- 
ages. 

Aralia  race. — Cough  and  irritation  of  mucous  sur- 
faces, in  chronic  pulmonic  and  catarrhal 
affections. 

Belladonna.— Whooping  cough  when  patient  is 
dull,  stupid,  drowsy  or  impaired  capillary 
circulation. 

Nitric  acid. — Whooping  cough  with  a  violet  color 
of  tongue. 

Ammonium  brom. —  Whooping  cough,  convulsive 
movement  during  the  paroxysm  of  cough  ; 
spasmodic  muscular  contraction. 
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Lycopodium. — Cough  with  bloody  expectoration  ; 
congestive  headache. 

Primus. — Gastric  or  hepatic  cough  ;  relieves  irri- 
tation of  lower  branches  of  pneumogastric 
nerve. 

Castanea  vesca. — Whooping  cough  where  cough  is 
spasmodic,  coming  on  in  paroxysms. 
.Senega. — Cough  is  deep,  succussive,  much  rattling 
in  chest. 

Scillce. — Cough  with  secretion  of  a  yellowish 
muco-pus,  much  rattling  in  chest. 

Ipecac. — Violent  and  expulsive  cough  with  sense 
of  irritation  and  burning;  mucus  or  muco- 
purulent expectoration. 

Agrimonia. — Cough  attended  with  expulsion  of 
urine. 

Hydrocyanic  acid. — Gastric  cough. 

Macrotys. — Cough  with  pain,  evidently  in  the 
thoracic  walls,  rheumatic  in  character. 

Grindelia. — Asthmatic  cough  ;  chronic  cough  asso- 
ciated with  profuse  leucorrhoea,  or  with  a 
discharge  of  mucus  or  muco-pus  with  triple 
phosphates  in  urine. 

Lobelia. — Sense  of  oppression  and  feeling  of  full- 
ness. 

Tartar  Emetic. — If  there  is  hoarseness  with  ten 
derness  of  the  larynx  ;  or  if  the  cough  is  hol- 
low and  reverberating  and  there  is  evidently 
want  of  power  in  it. 

Ammonia  muriate. — Tickling  and  cough  on  at- 
tempting to  sing  or  talk. 

Pulsatilla. — Nervousness,  inability  to  command 
the  voluntary  muscles,  dizziness,  nervous 
cough. 
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COiNVULSIONS. 

Ammon.  brom. — Convulsions  when  there  is  a  re- 
turn to  consciousness — Epileptiform  disease. 

Gelseminum. — Bright  eyes,  pupils  contracted, 
flushed  face,  increased  heat  of  head,  sud- 
den movements  of  extremities  or  facial 
muscles. 

Veratrum  V. — Puerperal  convulsions. 

Passiflora  Incar. —  Antispasmodic  and  anodyne. 
Spasms  in  children,  epilepsy. 

L obelia. — Emetic. — As  antispasmodic. 

Ether. — Convulsive  action,  convulsions. 

Chloroform. — Antispasmodic. 

Chloral  Hydrate.— Arrests  convulsions,  relieves 
pain,  promotes  sleep. 

Asafoetida. — Antispasmodic . 

Pot.  brom. —  Patient  full  blooded  and  face  and 
neck  are  full  and  red. 

Rhus. — Marked  pinched  expression  about  the 
eyes  or  base  of  the  brain,  sudden  startings 
and  a  shrill  cry. 

Hyoscyamus. — Allays  irritation  of  the  nervous 
system,  gives  rest,  promotes  sleep. 

Belladonna. — Patient  is  dull,  drowsy,  comatose, 
face  dull  and  expressionless,  eyes  dull, 
pupils  dilated  or  immobile,  capillary  circu- 
lation sluggish,  congestion. 

[See  Brain,  Nervous  System.] 
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COLIC. 

Discorea. — Bilious  colic ;  from  passage  of  gall 
stones  ;  with  sharp  cutting  pains  ;  abdominal 
pain  of  the  nature  of  colic  with  tenderness 
on  pressure. 

Colocynth. — Cutting  pains  in  abdomen,  tenesmus; 
wandering  pains  in  abdomen,  intestines  felt 
to  change  position. 

Epilobium. — Colicky  pains  with  diarrhoea. 

JVux. — Paroxysmal  colicky  pains,  tongue  pallid, 
nausea,  vomiting,  intestinal  irritation,  colic, 
food  distresses. 

Chamomilla. — Colic  with  diarrhoea  and  flatulence. 

Xepeta  Cat. — Pain  in  abdomen,  constant  flexing 
the  thighs,  writhing  and  persistent  crying. 

Senna. — To  relieve  that  irritation  of  the  gastro- 
intestinal canal  which  produces  colic. 

Chionanthus. — Colic  with  excessively  green  dis- 
charges. 

[See  Abdominal  Pain,  Intestines.] 
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CONSTIPATION. 

Cascara  sag. — Due  to  nervous  and  muscular  atony 
of  the  lower  bowel,  with  diminished  sensi- 
bility ;  constipation  depending  on  indiges- 
tion and  neglect  of  nature's  calls. 

Mux. — With  a  feeling  of  fullness  in  right  hypo - 
chondrium,  sallow  face,  yellow  coat  on 
tongue  ;  habitual  constipation  with  atony. 

Aesculus. — Constipation  with  lowness  of  spirits, 
vertigo,  gastric  derangement,  hard  and  diffi- 
cult stools. 

Rheum. — With  unnatural  sensation  of  constriction 
in  stomach  and  bowels  and  contraction  of 
the  abdominal  muscles. 

Euonymus. — With  torpidity  of  liver  and  general 
debility. 

Juglans  c. — With  flatulence,  gastric  irritability 
and  acid  eructations  coming  on  after 
diarrhoea;  large  doses  laxative. 

Podophijllin — With  dyspepsia,  hepatic  torpor,  gen- 
eral fullness  of  tissues  and  headache. 

Aloes. — Evacuation  of  lower  bowel  with  difficulty. 

Damiana. — Overcomes  constipation  and  improves 
digestion. 

Frasera  car. — Its  continued  use  will  overcome 
chronic  constipation. 

Sodium  Phos. — Habitual  constipation  with  hard- 
ened feces ;  laxative  and  restorative  for 
children. 

Belladonna. — Stimulant  to  capillary  circulation. 
[See  Intestines   Digestion.] 
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CROUP. 

Aconite. — Small  doses. 

Jaborandi,  Piloc. — Extreme  dryness  of  throat  and 
larynx,  skin  dry,  great  difficulty  in  breath- 
ing, spasm  of  muscles  of  throat  and  larynx. 

Bromine. — As  an  inhalation. 

Spongia  testa,  Homeo.  dilut — Hoarse  croupal 
cough,  wheezing  inspiration. 

Stillingia  liniment. — Locally  in  croup,  laryngeal 
irritation,  croup  with  hoarseness. 

Inhalation  of  Vinegar  and  Water,  or  if  the  sounds 
are  whistling,  Lime  Water. 

Veratrum. — When  pulse  is  full. 

Belladonna. — Dull,  stupid,  wants  to  sleep. 

Rhus. — Sharp  stroke  of  pulse,  and  moves  its 
head  restlessly  backward  and  forward, 
shrill  cry,  as  if  frightened  and  sudden  start- 
ing from  sleep. 

Gelseminum. — Flushed  face,  bright  eyes,  pupils 
contracted,  great  restlessness. 

Emetic,  Acetous  Emetic  Unci. — To  remove  accum- 
ulations of  mucous  from  throat  and  chest. 

Phytolacca. —  Soreness  of  the  throat  with  diph- 
theritic exudations. 

Saiujuinaria. — Sense  of  constriction  and  tickling 
in  the  throat. 

[See  Larynx.]

Aconite. — Irritant  diarrhoea,  intestinal  irritation 
increased  temperature. 

Magnesia  sulph. — Tormina  and  tenesmus  of  bow- 
els with  small  and  frequent  discharges. 
Dysentery. 

Argentum  nit. — Intense  tormina  with  discharge  of 
pinkish  mucus  streaked  with  blood. 

Bismuth  liq. — Uneasy  sensations  in  stomach  and 
intestines  terminating  in  diarrhoea,  tongue 
red,  papillae  prominent,  gastro-intestinal 
irritation. 

Lime  water. — Discharges  green  and  child  throws 
up  curdled  milk. 

Chamomilta. — Green  watery  discharge,  wants  to 
be  carried,  head  sweats,  diarrhoea  and  flat- 
ulence with  colic. 

Fpilobium. — Diarrhoea  with  colicky  pains,  diar- 
rhoea with  contracted  abdomen,  chronic 
diarrhoea  with  harsh,  dirty,  constricted  skin. 

Euphorbia  hyp. — Frequent  desire  to  go  to  stool 
which  relieves  sometimes  without  any  mo- 
tion, diarrhoea,  the  discharges  being  green- 
ish and  irritant,  sense  of  heat  in  stomach, 
abdomen  is  hot  to  the  hand,  some  tender- 
ness with  discharges,  which  are  at  times 
acrid. 

Geranium. — Diarrhoea  with  constant  desire  to  go 
to  stool,  chronic  diarrhoea  with  mucous  dis- 
charges. 

Ipecac. — Irritation  of  intestinal  mucous  membrane 
with  increased  secretion,  the  discharges  be- 
ing somewhat  violent  and  painful.

'Nux. — Diarrhoei  with  large  discharges  with  col- 
icky pains,  face  is  pallid,  sallow,  yellow- 
ness about  the  mouth,  tongue  pallid. 

Rheum.— Diarrhoea  with  tenderness  on  pressure, 
child  smells  sour,  light  colored  discharges. 

Urtica  Dio. — Chronic  diarrhoea,  with  mucoid  dis- 
charges. 

Iris. — Chylous  discharges  from  bowels. 

Rhus  arom. — Diarrhoea  with  profuse  and  painful 
discharges. 

Chionanthus. — Colic  with  excessively  green  dis- 
charges. 

Soda. — If  tongue  is  pallid. 

Acid.— If  tongue  is  deep  red. 

Sulphurous  acid. — If  tongue  is  red  and  dirty. 

Podophyllum. — Abdomen  full  and  doughy,  dis- 
charges light,  mucous  or  containing  undi- 
gested food ;  atony  of  digestive  apparatus  ; 
tongue  is  full,  face  full,  abdomen  full,  veins 
full. 

Mangifera  Ind. — As  a  tonic  astringent  to  enfee- 
bled mucous  tissue  with  profuse  discharges. 

Rubus  vil. — Atonic  condition  of  the  gastrointes- 
tinal tract,  with  copious  discharges. 

Colocynth. — Pain  low  down,  sharp  cutting,  wind 
passes  at  stool,  swelling  of  bowels  ;  cutting 
pain  in  abdomen  with  diarrhoea  and  dysen- 
tery, tenesmus  increasing  the  pain  ;  much 
tormina  and  straining  at  stool. 

Bismuth  subnit. — Intermittent  diarrhoea  of  a  light 
color  with  cramp  in  bowels, 

Helleborus  niger.  —  Jelly-like  mucous  discharge 
from  bowels. 
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Soda  Sulphas. — Dysentery  when  skin  is  full  and 
inelastic  withbrownish-sallow discoloration. 

Strychnia. — Diarrhoea  with  difficult  respiration, 
feeble  and  tardy  urination  and  great  mus- 
cular debility. 

Veratrum  album. — Persistent  vomiting;  large 
watery  evacuations ;  cholera  and  cholera 
infantum. 

Chronic  Diarrhoea,  "Logwood  or  biniodide  of  mer- 
cury."    (Howe.) 

Chionanthus. — Stools  are  thin,  watery  and  frothy, 
With  distension  of  the  abdomen  previous  to 
stool ;  high  colored  urine,  coloring  the  cloth- 
ing yellow. 

Mercurius  dulcis  2x. — At  night,  or  at  least  very 
much  worse  at  night  and  nearly  all  slime. 

Phosphoric  acid. — Painless  diarrhoea,  discharge 
clear  as  water  and  a  White  coated  tongue. 

Biniodide  Mercury. — Sunken  eyes  and  rolling  of 
the  head,  with  slimy  green  discharges. 

Arsenite  of  Copper. — Irritability  of  mucous  mem- 
brane, with  nausea  or  vomiting,  spasmodic 
pain  in  stomach  and  bowels  or  extremities, 
diarrhoea  and  dysentery  with  tenesmus  and 
sharp,  cramp-like  pains.     Small  doses. 

Hamamelis. — Diarrhoea  with  large  light  colored 
discharges  and  when  there  is  prolapsus  ani. 
[See  Intestines,  Digestion.] 
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DROPSY. 

Apocynum. — Fullness  of  cellular  tissue,  oedema  ; 

fullness  of  eye-lids,  swelling  of  feet,  oedema 

of  any  portion  of  the   superficial   cellular 

tissue, 
Aralia  hisp. — Dropsy  of  cavities. 
Iberis  amara.—Droj>sy  from  cardiac  disease,  car- 
diac hypertrophy. 
Digitalis. — Dropsy  with  enfeebled  heart. 
Elaterium. — In  dropsy  as  a  cathartic. 
Oxydendron. — Dropsy,  especial  ascites. 
Sourwood. — Dropsy. 
Cathartics. — To  promote  the  absorption  of  drop- 

sical  effusions. 
Manganese  sulph. — Dropsy,   pendulous   abdomen 

and  sluggish  bowels,  dirty  leaden  tongue. 
Caffeine. — Dropsy  from  cardiac  insufficiency  and 

renal  torpor. 
Equisetum. — In   dropsical   affections,  a  mild  and 

simple  diuretic. 
Sambucus.  —  Increases    secretion   from    all    the 

emunctories,  dropsy. 
Btrophanthus.  —  Oedema,     irregularity    of     the 

heart's  action,  decidedly  diuretic. 
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DEGLUTITION. 

Pot.  ultras. — Difficult  deglutition  as  from  paraly- 
sis of  muscles  of  throat. 

Pulsatilla. — Nervous  dysphagia. 

Stramonium. — In  cases  marked  by  a  sense  of  con- 
striction in  throat,  with  difficult  deglutition 
and  yet  with  impaired  innervation. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


Ferrum  chloride. — Erysipelatous  diseases,  the  part 
affected  being  deep  red,  tongue  deep  red. 

Pot.  permaug, — Locally  to  phlegmonous  erysipelas. 

Veratrum  v. — Parts  present  somewhat  the  ap- 
pearance of  an  ordinary  inflammation,  full 
frequent  pulse,  tissues  full. 

Rhus  tox.  —  Part  shows  bright  redness  and  the 
burning  pain  is  marked. 

Soda  sulphite. — Tongue  is  broad,  pallid  and  dirty, 
and  the  inflammation  involves  the  cellular 
tissue. 

Apis. — The  local  disease  showrs  a  pinkish  hue  and 
there  is  itching  with  the  burning. 

Apocynum* — If  there  is  distinct  oedema. 

Aconite. — With  the  small  frequent  pulse. 

Acid  Sulphurous. — As  a  local  application  to  en- 
feebled and  sloughy  mucous  membranes, 
general  antiseptic. 
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ENURESIS. 

Belladonna. — Incontinence  due  to   an  enfeebled 
pelvic  circulation  or  spinal  congestion. 

Epigia  repens. — Debility  and  relaxation  of  blad- 
der, with  irritable  mucous  membrane. 

Rhus  fox. — Enuresis  or  dribbling  of  the  urine  in 
case  of  partial  paralysis  of  the  bladder. 

Xux. — Especially  in  chronic  cases  where  a  stimu- 
lant is  required. 

Santonine. — Enuresis  depending  upon   irritation 
of  the  vesica]  sphincter. 

Thuya. — Bed- wetting  of  children  and  the  dribbling 
of  the  aged.     (Howe.) 

Still  (E  mar, — Inability  to  retain  urine;  dribbling. 

Rhus  arom. — Wets  the  bed  every  night,  laxity  of 
tissue,  pale,  sodden  appearance  of  skin. 
[See  Kidneys,] 
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FEVERS, 
Aconite. — Small  frequent  pulse. 
Euphorbia  pit.  —  Hay    fever   with    shortness   of 
breath,  sneezing  and  suffusion  of  the  eyes. 

Aranece  tela. — Persistent  ague  with  nervousness 
or  hysterical  symptoms,  pulse  full  and  ir- 
regular. 

Aranece  diadema. — Chills  with  confusion  of  ideas, 
chills  prolonged,  with  prostration,  febrile 
reaction  not  high. 

Eucalyptus. — Ague  with  cold  extremities,  cold 
perspiration,  perspiration  during  chill. 

Eupatorium  perf. — Tendency  to  perspiration  even 
during  fever,  full  pulse,  full  skin. 

Quinia. — Periodicity,  pulse  soft,  skin  soft,  tongue 
moist  and  cleaning,  nervous  system  free 
from  irritation, — any  fever  showing  period- 
icity, with  these  symptoms. 

Ambrosia  artem. — Tonic  in  intermittents. 

Baptisia. — Typhoid  or  any  fever  with  a  dusky 
coloration  of  tongue  and  of  mucous  mem- 
branes, purplish  color  of  face  or  surface;  in 
typhoid  disease  with  a  continued  moist  pasty 
fur  on  a  tongue  of  normal  redness. 

Boletus  lar. — A  remedy  for  ague. 

Convallaria  maj. — In  malarial  fevers ;  worms;  con- 
stipation. 

Cornus  /lor. — In  intermittent  or  miasmatic  fevers ; 
pyrosis  ;  general  exhaustion ;  headache  from 
quinine. 
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Dioscorea. — Early  stage  of  puerpural  fever  or  peri- 
tonitis and  especially  valuable  in  typhoid 
fever  when  there  is  tenderness  on  pressure 
and  tympanitis. 

Gelseminum. — In  fever  and  inflammatory  diseases 
with  a  flushed  face,  bright  eyes,  pupils  con- 
tracted; increased  heat  of  head;  indetermi- 
nation  of  blood  and  inflammation  of  brain. 

Stramonium. — In  acute  diseases  when  patient  is 
furiously  delirious. 

Anthemis. — In  malarial  fevers ;  tonic. 

Rhus  tox. — Sharp  stroke  of  pulse,  sharp  burning 
pain,  pain  in  frontal  region  and  over  left 
orbit,  tongue  showing  small  red  points  on 
upper  surface  of  tip  ;  bright  redness  of  sur- 
face; burning  pain  of  surface. 

Veratrum  v. — The  remedy  for  sthenic  fever  and 
inflammations  ;  full,  strong,  frequent  pulse, 
surface  flushed. 

Belladonna. — When  we  have  congestion,  patient 
dull  and  inclined  to  sleep,  eyes  dull  and 
heavy,  pupils  dilated,  in  any  fever.  As 
preventive  in  scarlel  fever. 

Mux. — So  called  malarious,  with  sense  of  fullness 
in  liver,  yellow  coloration  of  eyes,  yellow 
coating  of  tongue,  often  with  dull  headache 
and  a  certain  amount  of  dull  pains  referred 
to  the  bones  of  the  limbs;  great  depression 
of  nervous  system;  as  an  adjuvant  to  qui- 
nine in  periodicity  or  periodic  levers  may 
use  strychnia. 

Arsenic. — Periodicity  not  cured  by  quinine. 
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Alstonia. — Periodic;  skin  is  dirty  or  tawny,  the 
tongue  dirty,  urine  is  turpid,  atonic  fullness 
of  spleen  and  liver. 

Antiseptics  and  Disinfectants  in  puerpural  fever. 

Alkalies. — Pallid  tongue. 

Acids. — Deep-red  tongue. 

Lobelia. — Cough  irritable,  dry  and  harsh,  with 
hectic  fever  and  restlessness. 

Ar anew  tela. — Fever  of  hectic  character,  period- 
icity. 

Strychnia. — Antiperiodic  when  patient  has  diffi- 
cult respiration,  tardy  and  feeble  urination. 

Euonymus. — Prostration  with  irritation  on  nerve 
centers;  in  periodic  diseases  and  supple- 
menting the  action  of  quinine. 

Acid  sol.  Iron. — Hectic  fever. 

Tela  aranece. — Intermittent  fevers. 

Xantluum. — Antiperiodic  when  patient  is  subject 
to  profuse  sweatings. 

Bryonia. — In  fevers,  with  a  hard  vibratile  pulse, 
flushed  right  cheek,  frontal  pain  extending 
to  basilar  region ;  influences  serous  mem- 
branes. 

[See  Chills,  Blood,  Pulse.] 
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HEART  AND  CIRCULATION. 

Nitro- Glycerine. — Feeble  action  of  heart,  feeble  la- 
bored pulse. 

Adonis  vernalis. — Diminished  arterial  pressure, 
shortened  diastole. 

Digitalis.— Faint  heart  sounds,  feeble  pulse ;  a 
cardiac  tonic  and  stimulant  to  the  circula- 
tion. 

Caffeine. — Dropsy  from  cardiac  insufficiency  and 
renal  torpor. 

Strojfhanthus. — Feeble  and  frequent  cardiac  con- 
tractions without  pyrexia;  a  heart  tonic 
rather  than  a  heart  stimulant,  and  is  indica- 
ted in  almost  any  irregularity  of  the  hearths 
action  ;  proecordial  pain,  palpitation,  dys- 
pnoea, etc. 

Convallaria  maj. — Palpitation  and  vehement  ac- 
tion of  heart,  disordered  rhythm. 

Sparteine. — Irregularity  and  inequality  of  the 
force  of  the  heart's  action ;  weak  heart, 
functional  heart  troubles. 

Cactus. — Impaired  heart  action — irregularity  with- 
out abnormal  increase  in  frequency  of 
beats ;  palpitation,  shortness  of  breath  on 
slight  exertion,  a  sudden  feeling  of  empti- 
ness in  the  cardiac  region,  and  an  unpleas- 
ant irritability  of  the  entire  nervous  system, 
which  is  called  the  wwtobacco  heart  ^irregu- 
lar movements  ol  heart ;  unpleasant  sensa- 
.  tions  in  proecordia  and  fear  of  impending 
danger  ;  heart's  action  is  always  impaired, 
never  increased;  irritability  with  feeble- 
ness, the  quick  movement  without  strength. 
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Lobelia. — Cardiac  congestion  ;  full  and  oppressed 
pulse;  Angina  Pectoris ;  sharp  lancinating 
pain  starting  in  heart  and  radiating  to  left 
shoulder  and  arm  ;  oppression  of  chest. 

Ammonia  card. —  Weak  and  feebly- acting  heart, 
with  danger  of  collapse  and  syncope. 

Iberis  amara. — Cardiac  hypertrophy  ;  dropsy  from 
cardiac  disease ;  pulse  purring,  full  and 
tremulous, 

Ergot. — Stimulant  to  capillary  circulation. 

Pulsatilla. — Palpitation,  nervousness,  dread  of 
of  danger,  uneasy,  restless,  possibly  a  sex- 
ual disturbance. 
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HEMORRHAGE. 

Hydrastis. — Uterine  hemorrhage  due  to  inflam- 
mation and  abnormal  positions  of  that  or- 
gan; hemorrhage  incident  to  menopause. 

Tfstilago. — Menorrhagia  with  dull  headache,  verti- 
go, constipation,  sleeplessness  ;  blood  bright 
and  flow  profuse. 

Carbo.  veg. — Asthenic  hemorrhage ;  a  pallid,  ex- 
pressionless tongue,  slight  coat,  lifting  in 
patches,  tendency  to  hemorrhage  ;  the  rem- 
edy for  passive  hemorrhage,  especially  from 
bowels  in  typhoid  fever. 

Cimiamomum. — Post-partum  hemorrhage;  to  ar- 
rest uterine  hemorrhage. 

Oil  Erigeron. —  Active  hemorrhage,  with  strong 
and  not  frequent  pulse ;  uterine  hemor- 
rhage. 

Gallic  acid. — Hemorrhage  with  feeble  pulse,  cold 
extremities  and  inelastic  skin. 

Lycopus. — hemorrhage  with  frequent  pulse  ;  hem- 
optysis with  frequent  pulse. 

Ergot. — Uterine  hemorrhage  for  want  of  uteriue 
contraction. 

Hamawielis. — Passive  hemorrhage,  enfeebled  ve- 
nous circulation. 

Ipecac. —  Hemorrhage  from  any  portion  of  the 
body;  irritation  of  mucous  membranes. 

Nutmeg. — Passive  uterine  hemorrhage. 

Ergot. — Hematemesis,  hematuria,  hemoptysis. 

Rhus  aromat. — Some  cases  of  homorrhage. 

Prunella. — Hemorrhages. 

Mangifera. — Passive  hemorrhages. 
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Tfrtica  Bio. — Profuse  mucous  discharges,  hemor- 
rhages. 

Macrotys. — Post-partum  hemorrhage,  to  stimulate 
muscular  contraction  of  uterus,  in  some 
cases. 

Thuya. — Passive  hemorrhages. 


HEMORRHOIDS. 

Harriamelis. — Fullness  about  the  anus,  prolapsus 
ani,  difficulty  of  evacuating  the  feces ;  par- 
ticularly in  bleeding  piles,  with  atony,  en- 
feebled venous  circulation. 

Collinsonia. — Sensation  as  if  some  foreign  body 
was  lodged  in  the  rectum,  with  contraction 
of  the  sphincter. 

Aesculus. — Hemorrhoids  with  hard  and  difficult 
stools;  hemorrhoids  and  unpleasant  symp- 
toms due  thereto  ;  rectal  irritation, 

Ambrosia  artem. — To  alleviate  mucous  fluxes  and 
hemorrhoids. 

Collinsonia. — Sense  of  heat,  burning  or  constrie- 
tion  in  rectum. 

Polygonatum  gigant. — Relieves  and  sometimes 
cures  hemorrhoids  dependant  on  torpidity 
of  liver  and  sluggish  portal  circulation. 

Prunella  vulg. — A  remedy  for  hemorrhoids. 

Podophyllum — Due  to  torpid  liver  or  impaired 
portal  circulation. 

[See  Intestines,  Digestion.] 
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HEADACHE, 

Lachi  sis. — Olimateric  headache. 

Bryonia. — Headache  exteDding  from  forehead  to 

occiput,  right  side  ;  right  cheek  flushed  :  pain 

constant  and  severe,  but  without  sharpness. 
Agaricus  muse. — Pressing  pain  in  occiput  and  an 

inclination  to  fall  backward. 
Iodide   amnion. — Dull   headache,   dizziness,   diffi- 
culty  in     controlling    voluntary    muscles. 

Pain  and  soreness  in  top  of  head. 
Baptism. — Headache  dull,  pulse  oppressed,  dusky 

purplish  red  skin. 
Ether  sulph. — Headache  with  pallid  expressionless 

face,  feeble  pulse  and  cool  extremities. 
rum  acetate.  —  Dull   heavy   pain   in   back   of 

head,  blueness  of  veins. 
Gtlseminum. — Pain  in   entire  head,  flushed  face. 

bright  eyes,  pupils  contracted,  restlessness. 
Guarana. —  Headache   with   pallid    face,   feeble 

pulse  increased  by  exertion,  the  result  of 

dissipation. 
Podophyllin.  —  Heavy   headache,    giddiness,    full 

tissues,  full  veins,  full  tongue,  full  abdomen. 
Pulsatilla. — Patient   can  not  command  functions 

of  the  brain,  headache,  nervousness,  sexual 

excitement. 
Rhus  tox. — Frontal  pain,   especially  in  left  orbit. 

sharp   pulse,  redness   of  papillae   on   tip   of 

tongue. 
Belladonna. — Dull  heavy  headache, with  a  feeling 

that  a  person  could  go  to  sleep  if  it  were 

not  for  the  pain. 
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Passiflora  incar. — Nervous  headache  and  neural- 
gia. 

Sticta. — Pains  in  shoulder,  extending  to  neck  and 
occiput,  occipital  pain  increased  by  turning 
the  head. 

Emetic. — Tongue  full,  heavily  coated,  with  full- 
ness and  weight  in  epigastrium,  disgust  and 
nausea. 

Nux. — Extreme  nausea,  sometimes  vomiting,  face 
is  sallow,  yellowness  about  the  mouth,  in- 
testinal uneasiness. 

Acetate  pot. — Paroxysms  are  preceded  and  attend- 
ed by  scanty  urination. 

Quinia. — Headache  distinctly  periodic. 

Graphites. — Hot  round  spot  on  vertex  with  men- 
strual derangement. 

Ifstilago  m. — Pain  in  top  of  head,  uterine  or  sex- 
ual derangement. 

Plienacetine.— :Nervous  strain  from  excessive  joy 
or  sorrow,  followed  by  an  excruciating  pain 
in  the  form  of  a  congestive  headache. 

Macrotys. — Congestive  headache,  rheumatic  pain. 

Cypripedium. — A  nervous  stimulant,  allaying  ex- 
citement and  producing  rest  and  sleep. 

Apocynum  andros. — A  mild  stimulant  to  the  ve- 
nous capillaries  of  the  brain,  bilious  or  sick 
headache. 

[See  Brain,  Nervous  System.] 
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ISCHURIA. 

Santonine. — Retention  of  urine. 

Peach  leaves  or  bark  infusion. — Retention  of  urine 
not  due  to  mechanical  obstruction. 

Apis. — Retention  of  urine,  with  itching  or  burning. 

Watermelon   seeds   infusion. — Retention  in  chil- 
dren. 

[See  Kidneys.] 


ITCHING. 


Apis. — Itching  in  urethra,  genitals  or  surface  ; 
itching  with  burning  of  the  surface,  espec- 
ially of  genetalia  or  urinary  passages. 

Balsam  Copaiba. — Itching,  smarting,  burning  in 
urethra  after  urinating. 

Aconite. — Externally  to  general  and  local  pruritis. 

Howe's  Juniper  pomade. — Pruritis  ani  and  nasi. 

Pixliquida* — Pruritis  ani;  and  some  diseases  of 
skin  with  itching. 

Aloes. — Pruritis  ani ;  ascaris  vermicularis. 

Rhus. — Local  pain  sharp  and  burning,  bright  red- 
ness of  surface. 
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INSOMNIA, 

Cannabis  ind. — With  unpleasant  dreams  during 
momentary  sleep. 

Camphor. — Insomnia  and  restlessness,  pulse  being 
soft,  tongue  moist. 

Brom.  pot. — Sleeplessness,  when  there  is  a  vigor- 
ous circulation  without  fever ;  strong  sexual 
excitement. 

Chloral. — Sleeplessness  and  restlessness,  when 
pulse  is  soft,  circulation  and  temperature 
equal,  temperature  not  above  100  degrees ; 
acute  mania. 

Cypripedium.  —  Nervousness  and  sleeplessness 
from  atony. 

Gelseminum. — Restlessness  and  indisposition  to 
sleep ;  pain  in  entire  head. 

Humulus. — Sleeplessness,  nervous  irritability. 

Lupulin. — Especially  when  irritation  is  due  to 
sexual  excitement  or  abuse. 

Passiflora  incar. — Sleeplessness ;  where  a  harm- 
less and  certain  soporific  is  demanded. 

Sulphonal. — To  produce  sleep — hypnotic. 

Ferrocyanidum  pot. — In  chronic  disease  there  is  a 
marked  irritability  of  nervous  system,  with 
restlessness  and  broken  sleep. 

Valerian. — Allays  nervous  irritability,  modifies  or 
arrests  pain,  promotes  rest  and  favors  sleep, 
when  these  conditions  result  from  an  enfee- 
bled cerebral  circulation. 

Hyoscyamus. — Delirium  with  hallucinations  ;  al- 
lays irritation  of  nervous  system,  gives  rest 
and  produces  sleep. 

Opium. — Sleeplessness,  pulse  is  small  and  open, 
face  pallid,  eyes  dull,  pain. 
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Ammonium  carh* — Restless  and  sleepless,  pulse 
is  feeble,  circulation  to  surface  imperfect, 
skin  pallid,  respiration  difficult. 

Belladonna. — Dull  heavy  headache,  with  a  feeling 
that  a  person  could  go  to  sleep  if  it  were 
not  for  the  pain. 

Pulsatilla. — Nervousness,  sleeplessness,  headache 
— patient  is  nervous. 

Verba  scum. — Quiets  irritation  and  promotes  sleep. 
[See  Nervous  System,  Brain..] 


INFLAMMATION. 

Veratrum  v. — Sthenic  fever  and  inflammations 
anywhere. 

Aconite. — Employed  in  the  entire  range  of  fevers 
and  inflammations,  when  the  pulse  is  small 
and  frequent. 

Belladonna. — Patient  is  dull  and  stupid,  drowsy, 
eyes  dull,  pupils  dilated,  impaired  capillary 
circulation. 

(relseminum. — Irritation  of  nerve  centers,  flushed 
face,  bright  eyes,  contracted  pupils,  increas- 
ed temperature,  determination  of  blocd, 

Bryonia. — A  hard  vibratile  pulse,  flushed  right 
cheek,  frontal  pain,  pleurisy,  pneumonia, 
diseases  of  serous  membrane.

INTESTINES,  DIGESTION. 

Pepsin. — Gastric  digestion  impaired,  eructations  of 
food  and  gas ;  aids  digestion. 

Aloes. — Atony  of  large  intestines  and  return; 
tonic  and  stomachic  with  an  impaired  and 
torpid  condition  of  bowels;  atony  of  large 
intestines  ;  pruritis  ani ;  ascaris  vermicularis. 

Xanthoxylum. — Languid  and  atonic  states  of  the 
digestive  organs,  accompanied  with  flatu- 
lence and  spasmodic  pain  in  stomach  and 
bowels. 

Bismuth  liquor. — Uneasy  sensations  in  stomach 
towards  the  close  of  digestion,  extending 
downwards  and  terminating  in  diarrhoea. 

Calx-Lime.— Infantile  Dyspepsia,  discharges  from 
bowels  are  green  and  the  child  throws  up 
curdled  milk. 

Chloral. — Irritable  dyspepsia. 

Eucalyptus. — Sensation  of  coldness  and  weight 
in  bowels. 

Euphorbia  corol. — Uneasy  sensation  in  bowels  as 
if  to  go  to  stool,  elongated  pointed  tongue; 
improves  digestion,  both  stomachic  and 
intestinal,  and  tends  to  overcome  constipa- 
tion and  irregularity  of  the  bowels. 

Ginseng. — Nervous  dyspepsia  and  exhaustion  of 
nervous  system. 

Juglans  cinera. — (Small  doses.)  Irritation  of  in- 
testines and  to  promote  digestion. 

Aconite. — Irritative  diseases  of  the  small  intestines. 

Aletris  far. — Improves  digestion. 

Anthemis. — Debilitated  conditions  of  alimentary 
tract ;  flatus,  colic. 
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Chamomilla—  Stimulant,  tonic  and  antispasmodic; 
in  gastro-intestinal  debility ;  flatulent  colic. 

Chelone  glabra. — Gastro-intestinal  debility,  tonic, 
stomachic  ;  dyspepsia  if  attended  with  tor- 
pidity of  the  bowels ;  vermifuge. 

Damiana— -Tonic,  aperient.  Improves  digestion 
and  overcomes  constipation. 

Piper  methys.—K  prodigious  appetizer. 

Cheledonium. — In  diseases  of  liver  and  digestive 
apparatus  ;  full,  pale,  sallow  tongue  ;  green- 
ish-yellow skin  ;  fullness  of  hypochondrium, 
ton  sue  much  enlarged  and  somewhat  pale  ; 
tumid  abdomen,  light  colored  feces ;  no  ab- 
dominal pain. 

Colocynth. — Diseases  of  intestinal  tract  with  spas- 
modic constrictive  pains  and  tenesmus ; 
wandering  pains  in  abdomen,  seemingly  in 
the  course  of  intestine ;  intestines  are  felt 
to  change  their  position  ;  noise  from  move- 
ments of  intestinal  contents. 

Gentiana. — Atony  of  the  stomach  and  bowels  with 
feeble  or  slow  digestion. 

Hydrastis. — Stomachic,  tonic  ;  improves  appetite 
and  digestion  ;  where  a  tonic  is  required  ; 
dyspepsia,  catarrhal  affections;  papillae  of 
tongue  red  and  prominent,  uneasiness  in 
stomach,  loss  of  appetite;  impaired  diges- 
tion, mucoid  matter  with  stools. 

Humulus. — Impaired  digestion  the  result  of  abuse 
of  the  digestive  organs  ;  in  debilitated  and 
irritable  states  of  nervous  system. 
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Jalap. — Constipation,  dyspepsia  and  general  tor- 
por of  gastrointestinal  canal ;  an  active  hy- 
dragogue  cathartic. 

Leptandra. — Gives  tone  to  the  gastrointestinal 
mucus  tract;  in  atonic  states  of  bowels;  im- 
proves digestion  and  stimulates  normal  ex- 
cretory action ;  dull  aching  pain  over  liver 
and  left  shoulder,  frontal  headache,  sallow 
furred  tongue,  bitter  taste  in  mouth,  con- 
stipated bowels,  languid  circulation. 

MyriccL — In  large  doses  a  stimulant  to  the  diges- 
tive tract ;  chronic  gastritis. 

Ptelia. — An  excellent  tonic ;  in  all  atonic  states 
of  stomach  and  upper  intestines,  increases 
appetite. 

Oleum  ricini. — Mild  cathartic  ;  removes  accumu- 
lations. 

*/V*z/x. — Promotes  appetite,  aids  digestion  in  atonic 
conditions  ;  pain  in  abdomen  pointing  to 
umbilicus,  nausea  and  vomiting,  the  tongue 
being  pallid,  yellowness  about  the  mouth, 
sallowness  of  skin ;  pain  in  right  shoulder 
and  region  of  liver. 

Podophyllum. — Stimulates  upper  intestines,  im- 
proves digestion;  full  tongue,  yellowish 
coated,  full  abdomen,  full  face,  full  veins, 
dull  pains,  dizziness. 

Rheum.  —  Indigestion  with  some  diarrhoea ; 
strengthens  intestinal  function  ;  irritation 
of  stomach  and  vomiting. 

Rubus  vilL— Atonic  condition  of  gastro-intestinal 
tract,  with  copious  discharges  ;  a  mild  tonic 
astringent. 
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Sanguinaria. — Atonic  conditions  of  stomach  and 
bowels  with  increased  secretion  of  mucus, 
in  lull  doses. 

Senna. — To  relieve  that  irritation  of  the  gastroin- 
testinal canal  which  produces  colic. 

Sodium  plies. — Inaction  of  bowels,  pallid  mucous 
membranes,  habitual  constipation  with 
hardened  feces.  Laxative  and  restorative 
for  children. 

Taraxacum. — Exerts  a  stimulant  influence  upon 
the  entire  gastro-intestinal  tract,  promoting 
functional  activity. 

Bitter  tonics. — Torpor  of  bowels,  loss  of  muscular 
energy  of  stomach  and  bowels. 

Stryclinos  ignatia. — Dyspepsia  fr^ra  atony  of  mus- 
cular coats  of  stomach,  accompanied  by  a 
feeling  of  weakness  and  emptiness. 

Cliionantlius. — Influences  digestion  by  stimulating 
the  biliary  secretion  ;  infantile  dyspepsia 
with  fullness  in  region  of  liver. 

Gelseminum. — May  use  in  irritation  of  the  gastro- 
intestinal canal. 

Amygdalus. — Very  irritable  stomach  and  vomit- 
ing. 

Fowler's  sol. — Nervous  exhaustion  and  general 
want  of  tone,  dead,  inelastic  skin. 

Tinct.  mar.  iron. — When  the  pallid,  waxen  sur- 
face shows  anemia  and  when  the  deep-red 
flushing,  just  short  of  dermatitis,  shows  a 
poor  quality  of  corpuscles. 

Cathartics. — To  remove  accumulations  from  the 
bowels  that  are  proving  irritant,  or  to 
promote  the  absorption  of  dropsical  effu- 
sions. 
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Iris. — Chylous  discharges  from  the  bowels,  en- 
largement of  lymphatics,  fullness  of  thy- 
roid. 

Manganese  sulphate. — Pendulous  abdomen  and 
sluggish  bowels,  pale  leaden  tongue,  dirty; 
jaundice  with  enlarged  liver. 

Pantonine. — Fullness    of    upper  lip,  white    line 
around  mouth,  picking  at  the   nose,   foul 
tongue  and  breath,  full  pendulous  abdomen, 
tendency  to  retention  of  urine. 
[See  Colic,  Abdominal  Pain,  Diarrhoea.] 
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KIDNEYS. 

Caffeine. — Dropsy  from  cardiac  insufficiency  and 
renal  torpor. 

Agrimonia. — Chronic  catarrhal  diseases  of  the 
kidneys ;  pain  simulating  colic  pointing  in 
the  lumbar  region  ;  acute  pain,  deep  seated 
in  region  of  kidneys  ;  pain  extending  from 
kidneys  down  ureters ;  irritable  kidneys. 

Epigcea  repens. —  A  tonic  or  astringent  diuretic, 
specifically  adapted  to  chronic  affections  of 
the  urinary  apparatus,  attended  by  irrita- 
tion, an  increased  secretion  of  mucus,  or  by 
a  purulent  discharge. 

Equisetum, — A  mild  and  simple  diuretic ;  inval- 
uable in  gravel  and  irritation  of  urinary 
organs,  with  dysuria  and  pain  after  urina- 
ting ;  also  in  suppression  of  urine  and  drop- 
sical affections. 

Eryngium. — Diseases  of  kidneys  and  bladder  with 
irritation  and  burning  in  bladder  and 
urethra  and  frequent  desire  to  urinate. 

Eupatorium  pur  p. — To  increase  secretion  of  mine; 
relieving  irritation  of  the  urinary  passages. 
Urine  scanty,  milky ;  weight  in  loins. 

Hydrangea. — To  relieve  irritation  of  the  entire 
urinary  apparatus. 

L/jt'opodium. — Chronic  diseases  of  kidneys  when 
there  is  blood  in  urine  ;  very  high  colored 
urine,  sensitiveness  of  a  part. 

Polytrichum  juniperum. — A  hydragogue  diuretic  ; 
most  valuable  in  uric  acid  diathesis,  lithae- 
mia,  and  in  suppression  of  urine  from  cold. 
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Sarracenia. — Its  functional  influence  promotes  an 

abundant  flow  of  limpid  urine.

Strophanthus. — From  a  decided   diuretic   action 

used  in  oedema,  anasarca,  Bright's  disease. 
Sweet  spir.  nitre. — Diuretic,  sedative. 
Eupatorium  perf. — Pain  in  loins,  sense  of  weight 

and  pain  in  lumbar  region,  frequent  desire 

to  urinate,  urine  cloudy,  tendency  to  per- 
spiration. 
Cucurbita  Oitruttus. — Unirritating  diuretic. 
Acetate  potash. — Tongue  is  full,  pallid  and  coated 

with  a  pasty  fur ;  abdomen  full  and  doughy 

and  skin  dirty;  renal  depurant. 
Gelseminum. — Relieves  irritation  of  kidneys,  sharp 

pains  in  loins  and  baok,  frequent  desire  to 

urinate  and  tenesmus. 
Belladonna. — Diabetis  and  incontinence. 
Benz.   lithia. — Difficult  urination,   mucus,  muco- 

pus  or  phoshates  with  urine,   skin   waxy; 

tongue  dirty. 
Mentha  viridis. — Vegetable  diuretic. 
Kalmia  tat. — Backache  of  a  dull,  heavy  character, 

with  urine  of  a  low  spec.  grav. 


[See  Urinary  Organs.] 
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Chionanthus. — Pain  in  right  hypochondrium,  sim- 
ulating colic;  jaundice;  clay-colored  stools, 
high-colored  urine,  tenderness  and  pain  in 
region  of  liver  ;  gentle  stimulant  to  liver. 

Cheledonium. — Scybalous  feces;  pain  in  right 
shoulder  and  in  dorsal  spine  ;  greenish-yel- 
low tinge  of  skin ;  fullness  of  right  hypo- 
chondrium, dull  pain  in  shoulders  and  a 
brownish,  sallow  complexion,  with  dull 
leaden  tongue. 

Leptandra. — Influences  function  of  liver,  dull 
heavy  pain  in  right  hypochondrium,  full- 
ness of  abdomen  ;  tongue  coated  markedly 
white  but  not  a  fur. 

J^lux.  —  Congestion  of  liver,  feeling  of  fullness 
in  right  hypochondrium,  pain  in  side  or 
shoulder,  sallow  face,  yellow  coat  on  tongue. 

Podyophyllum. — Exercises  a  specific  action  on 
the  liver;  full  face,  full  tongue  with  yellow- 
ish coating,  full  veins,  full  abdomen,  dizzi- 
ness ;  torpid  state  of  liver. 

Oxydendron. — In  derangements  of  the  portal  cir- 
culation. 

Polymnia  uvedalia. — Chronic  inflammation  of 
and  enlargement,  impaired  circulation,  tis- 
sues full  and  inelastic  and  sodden,  uliver 
grown." 

Poly  gonatum  gig  ant. — Relieves  congestion  of  liv- 
er, spleen  and  intestines. 

Manganese  sulph. — Jaundice  with  enlarged  liver, 
pendulous  abdomen,  and  sluggish  bowels. 

[See  Intestines.] 
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Kalmia  lat. — Backache  of  a  dull,  heavy  character 
with  urine  of  a  low  spec.  grav. 

Gelseminum. — Backache,  commonly  called  lum- 
bago. 

Arnica. — Tensive  pain  in  back  as  if  strained  or 
bruised. 

Boletus  lands. — Great  weight  and  debility  of  the 
back;  chills  confined  to  the  back. 

Belladonna. — Deep  aching  of  loins  or  back  with 
sense  of  fullness. 

Polygonum. — Tensive  pain  in  back  and  legs,  chilly 
sensations,  a  harsh,  inactive  skin;  diaphor- 
etic. 

Serpentaria.— Sensation  of  weight  and  dragging 
in  loins,  with  scanty  urine. 

Eupatorium  perf. — Pain  in  loins,  sense  of  weight 
with  pain  in  lumbar  region,  frequent  desire 
to  urinate,  urine  cloudy,  tendency  to  per- 
spiration. 

[See   Kidneys.]" 
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Sanguinaria  nit — Laryngeal  irritation  with  a 
burning  sensation  just  behind  the  supra- 
sternal notch ;  dryness  of  throat  and  air 
passages  ;  difficult  and  asthmatic  breathing 
with  sensation  of  pressure. 

Aesculus  fflab.  —  Grasping,  tightening  sense  of 
constriction  in  the  post-sternal  region. 

Rumex  crispus. — Stitching  pains  in  larynx;  rat- 
tling of  mucous  in  larynx  with  slight  expec- 
toration ;  raw  feeling  back  of  sternum. 

Hydrate  pot. — Ulceration  with  profuse  discharge. 

Hamamelis.  —  Full  and  relaxed  mucous  mem- 
branes, watery  secretion,  sense  of  heavi- 
ness. 

CoUinsonia. — Chronic  irritation  or  inflammation, 
tickling  in  larynx ;  cough  arising  from  use 
of  voice. 

Arum  try. —  Great  soreness  and  ulceration  with 
swelling  and  fetid  expectorations ;  chronic 
laryngitis. 

Lobelia. — Mucous  rales  in  throat;  difficult  respi- 
ration ;  sense  of  fullness  and  oppression  in 
precordial  region. 

Ammonia  muriate.  —  Sub-acute  laryngitis,  with 
loss  of  voice  and  tickliug  and  cough  on  at- 
tempting to  sing  or  talk. 

Stillingia. — Tumid,  red.  glistening  mucous  mem- 
branes; scanty  secretion  ;  chronic  laryngitis. 
Irritation  of  superior  pharynx  and  just  be- 
hind fauces,  causing  cough  ;  hoarse  croupal 
cough,  paroxysmal,  as  if  from  great  laryn- 
geal irritation. 
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Spongia. — Pain  in  larynx  on  touching  it  and  turn- 
ing the  head  ;  burning  in  larynx  and  tra- 
chea ;  dry  and  husky  voice. 

Trifolium.  —  Irritable  condition  of  larynx  and 
pulmonary  passages  with  spasmodic  cough 

Potash  bichromate.  —  Hoarseness  caused  by  a 
thickening  of  the  mucous  membrane. 

Jaborancli. — Extreme  'dryness  of  throat  and  lar- 
ynx, skin  dry,  great  difficulty  in  breathings 
spasm  of  muscles  of  throat  and  larynx.

Hedeoma. — To  restore  lochial  discharge. 

Pot.  chloras. — The  antiseptic  of  puerpural  state; 
when  portions  of  placenta,  blood  clots,  etc., 
are  retained   and   undergoing    decomposi- 
tion ;  fetid  lochise,  fetid  breath. 
[See  Blood.     Eeproductive  Organs.] 


LOCOMOTOR  ATAXIA, 
Ergot. —  Increase  of  capillary   circulation,   over- 
nourishment. 
Ammonia  iodide. — Dizziness,  difficulty  in  control- 
ling the  voluntary  muscles. 

[See  Brain,  Nervous  System.] 
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Hamamelis. — Sore,  bruised  feeling  in  the  lungs, 

coming  on  after  severe  colds, 
Asclepias  tub. —  Dry   skin,   dry   cough,   pleuritic 

pain  with  shortness  of  breath  and  pyrexia. 
Hypophos.  lime. — Tuberculosis  ;  phthisis  pulmon- 

alis. 

Hypophosphites. — Relieves  irritation  of  lungs  with 
atony ;  checks  cough,  improves  blood-ma- 
king; early  stage  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Ipecac.  —  Inflammation  of  parenchyma  of  lung: 
infantile  pneumonia. 

Lobelia.  —  Sense  of  fullness  and  oppression  in 
precordial  region ;  oppression  of  chest  and 
difficult  respiration;  mucous  rattling  in 
throat ;  angina  pectoris ;  pulmonary  con- 
gestion. (In  full  doses.) 

Nicoiiana  tab.  —  Pneumonia,  with  pallid  skin, 
coldness  of  extremities,  imperfect  circula- 
tion. 

Phosphorus,  (tinct.) — Pneumonia  with   sense   of 

oppression  and  difficulty  of  expectoration, 

rusty  sputa. 
Aralia  race. — Cough  and  irritation  of  the  mucous 

surface  in  chronic  pulmonic  and  catarrhal 

affections. 
Bryonia. — Pneumonia  with   tensive,   tearing,   or 

sharp  lancinating  pain  ;  sharp  pain  in  chest ; 

difficult    breathing   and   painful   harassing 

cough,  aggravated  by  talking. 
Plantago  major. — Incipient  phthisis. 
Veratrum  v. — Inflammation  of  lungs  with  strong, 

full  frequent  pulse. 
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Emetic  powd. — The  local  application  in  diseases  of 
respiratory  apparatus  in  children. 

Aconite. — Inflammation  of  lungs  with  the  small  fre- 
quent pulse. 

Sanquinaria. — Increased  secretion  from  bronchial 
mucous  membrane,  with  sense  of  tightness 
or  constriction  in  lung  or  larynx. 

StictcL— Dull  pains  in  chest  increased  by  a  full  in- 
spiration and  a  sense  of  soreness;  pain  in 
shoulders,  extending  to  occiput. 

Baptisia. —  With  typhoid  conditions;  full  dusky 
discoloration  of  tongue,  dusky  bluish  ap- 
pearance of  face,  mucu-purulent  or  prune 
juice  expectoration. 

Acids. — With  the  usual  acid  indications. 

Creosote. — Meets  many  of  the  indications  of  phth- 
isis pulmonalis. 

Belladonna. — Impaired  capillary  circulation;  pa- 
tient is  dull  and  inclined  to  sleep  a  great 
deal. 

Lycopus. — Determination  of  blood  to  a  part-  lungs, 
stomach,  bowTels,  kidneys,  with  sanguineous 
discharge  or  hemorrhage;  circulation  is  ac- 
tive, pulse  frequent  and  hard. 

Digitalis. — A  feeble  circulation  in  lungs,  small 
frequent  pulse,  with  want  of  power  in  the 
heart. 

Eupatorium. — Pneumonia  when  pulse  is  frequent, 
full  and  free,  skin  inclined  to  be  moist. 

Serpentaria.— Sense  of  fullness  in  chest,  difficult 
respiration,  diaphoretic. 

Eupatorium  arom. — Pneumonia,  restlessness  and 
watchfulness. 

[See  Pleura,  Bronchi.] 
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Hydrastis  can. — Uterine  hemorrhage  due  to  in- 
flammations ;  hemorrhage  incident  to  meno- 
pause ;  menorrhagia. 

Pulsatilla. — Delayed  and  scanty  menstruation, 
with  mental  distress  ;  habitual  amennorrhoea 
with  nervousness,  restlessness  and  despon- 
dency ;  sense  of  fullness  and  weakness  ia 
back  and  hips  at  menstrual  period ;  dys- 
menorrhoea,  amenorrhoea  with  nervousness. 

Apiolin. — Dysmenorrhea  of  a  spasmodic  and  con- 
gestive character,  with  violent  headache. 

Macrotys* — Uterine  pains  with  tenderness  ;  sense 
of  soreness,  with  dragging  pains  in  uterus ; 
muscular  pains  in  back,  loins,  hips  and 
thighs. 

Gossypium. — Delayed  menses,  with  backache  and 
sense  of  dragging  in  pelvis ;  amenorrhoea, 
when  there  is  an  atonic  condition  of  uterus 
with  feeling  of  fullness  and  heaviness  in 
pelvis — as  though  it  needed  force  to  start 
the  flow  ;  sense  of  fullness  and  weight  in 
bladder,  with  difficult  micturition. 

Leontin. — Suppression  of  menses  from  cold,  scanty 
menses  with  pain  ;  efficient  emmenagogue 
in  young  girls. 

Electricity. — Amenorrhoea  attended  with  dimin- 
ished nervous  energy  and  vascular  inactiv- 
ity. 

Senecio. — Amenorrhoea  with  profuse  leucorrhoea, 
nervousness,  headache  and  feeling  of  ma- 
laise, weakness  and  debility. 
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Hedeoma. — Amenorrhoea  from  sudden  exposure  to 
cold,  from  wet  feet,  draughts  or  night  air; 
when  menses  are  suppressed  suddenly. 

Ustilago. — Menorrhagia  with  dull  headache,  ver- 
tigo, constipation  and  sleeplessness ;  blood 
is  bright  and  flow  profuse. 

Aletris  farinosa. — Too  frequent  menstruation, 
with  labor-like  pains  and  sense  of  debility 
in  pelvis. 

Baryta  carbonica. — Weight  and  pressure  about 
the  pubes  ;  scanty  menstruation  ;  very  sen- 
sitive to  cold.     (J  togr.  j,  2nd.  to  6th.  trit. ) 

BerberincB  sulphas. — Profuse  menorrhagia,  with 
an  active  circulation. 

Cuprum. — Greenish  pallid  coloration  of  skin  and 
tongue. 

(rrapJiites. — Tardy  menstruation  with  disturbance 
of  nervous  system ;  skin  pale  or  with  a 
dirty  tinge.     (1st.  Homeop.  dilut.) 

Nux. — Paroxysmal  pain  in  uterus,  extending  to 
umbilicus,  pallid  expressionless  mouth  and 
tongue,  nausea. 

Polygonum. — Suppression  of  menses  from  cold, 
chilly  sensations  in  back,  tensive  pain, 
pain  in  legs,  skin  harsh  and  inactive ;  stim- 
ulating diaphoretic. 

Viburnum. — Spasmodic  uterine  pains;  pains  in 
thighs  and  back  ;  bearing  down,  expulsive 
pains ;  menstrual  wrong  with  these  symp- 
toms. 

Achillea. — Atonic  amenorrhoea,  menorrhagia  and 
vaginal  leucorrhoea. 
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Apocynum. — Menorrhagia  in  which  the  flow  is 
constantly  too  long,  too  profuse  and  too 
frequently  repeated  ;  oedema  ;  eyelids  look 
full,  or  slight  swelling  of  the  feet,  fullness 
of  abdomen. 

Capsella. — In  chronic  menorrhagia,  when  the 
menstrual  discharge  occurs  too  frequently 
or  continues  too  long,  or  when  the  discharge 
is  almost  constant  but  colorless.  There  is 
a  frequent  desire  to  pass  urine  and  a  deposit 
of  phosphates. 

Caulophyllunz.  —  Antispasmodic  and  emmena- 
gogue  ;  in  chronic  uterine  diseases  when 
there  is  irritation  and  uneasiness. 

Cuicus  bencd. — Suppressed  menses  from  cold ; 
tonic,  diaphoretic,  and  emmenagogue. 

Fucus  ves. — In  menstrual  derangements  with 
atonic  and  flabby  condition  of  uterine  tis- 
sues. 

Hclleborus  niger. — Employed  as  a  stimulant  to  the 
menstrual  flow,  when  patient  complains  of 
flashes  of  heat,  burning  of  the  surface,  es- 
pecially of  nates  and  thighs  and  sensitive- 
ness of  pelvic  structure. 

Mdilotus. — Dysmenorrhoea  associated  with  lame- 
ness in  hip  and  along  the  sciatic  nerve. 

Rhus  arom. — Too  profuse  menstruation,  appears 
every  two  or  three  weeks. 

Nux. — Extreme  nausea  and  fainting  and  severe 
paroxysmal  pains  when  monthly  period 
begins. 

Gelseminum. — Controls  pain  in  ovaries  during 
menstruation. 
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Iron. — Blueness  of  parts,  usually  with  pallor; 
constant  pain  in  the  posterior  part  of  the 
head. 

Iodine. — To  give  energy  to  the  reproductive  or- 
gans. 

Carbo-veg. — Leucorrhoea  when  associated  with 
passive  hemorrhage,  the  flow  prolonged, 
recurring  too  frequently,  with  pallid  trans- 
parent skin. 

Podophyllin. — Full  dirty  tongue,  full  tissues  and 
especially  venous  fullness. 

Phytolacca. — Dragging  in  groins  and  vulva  ;  ova- 
rian irritation  and  enlargement. 

Hypophosphites. — Tendency  to  scrofulous  inflam- 
mation of  cellular  tissue. 

Collinsonia. — Tensive  tearing  pain  about  rectum, 
feeling  of  constriction. 

Quinia,  iron  and  strychnia. — Tonic  and  restorative. 

Bursa  pastoris.  —  Passive  uterine  hemorrhage 
coming  up  from  a  relaxed  and  congested 
condition  of  uterus. 

[See  Eeproductive  Organs.] 
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Myrica. — Increased  secretion  from  mucous  mem- 
branes, they  being  full  and  relaxed  ;  stimu- 
lant; all  cases  where  there  is  increased  se- 
cretion from  mucous  membrane  ;  catarrh, 
leucorrhoea.  etc. 

Penthorum  s.  —  Catarrhal  inflammation  ;  influ- 
ences mucous  membranes  especially  when 
they  have  been  subject  to  chronic  inflam- 
mation^ 

Phytolacca. — Mucous  membranes  are  pale,  and 
the  epithelium  gives  way,  showing  vesicals, 
ulcerations  ;  deposits  on,  of  an  ashy-gray 
color. 

Salicylic  acid. — Chronic  catarrhal  diseases  of  mu- 
cous membranes,  (locally). 

Sulphurous  acid. — Mucous  tissues  are  of  normal 
redness,  but  full  and  feeble. 

Agrimojiia. — Atonic  conditions  of  mucous  mem- 
branes. 

Berberis  aquif. — Tonic  to  chronic  affections  of  mu- 
cous membranes  ;  catarrh  ;  stomatitis. 

Ceanothus  amer. — Catarrhal  conditions  of  mucous 
surfaces,  with  a  profuse  secretion,  and  an 
abscess  of  inflammation. 

Erigeron. — In  painful  diseases  of  the  kidneys  and 
bladder  and  in  diseased  conditions  of  mu- 
cous membranes  attended  with  free  dis- 
charges. 

Eucalyptus. — A  stimulant  tonic  to  diseased  mu- 
cous tissues,  as  in  all  chronic  catarrhal  af- 
fections of  the  respiratory  organs.

Euphrasia  offlc. — Acute  catarrhal  disease  of  mu- 
cous membrane,  especially  when  attended 
by  profuse  secretion  of  acrid  mucous  from 
eyes  and  nose,  with  heat  and  pain  in  front- 
al sinuse.  A  specific  for  acute  rheumatic, 
catarrhal  or  scrofulous  inflammation  of  the 
eyes. 

ffamamelis. — Thickening  of  mucous  membranes, 
with  enfeebled  circulation  and  increased 
secretion,  either  mucous  or  nyico  purulent. 

Hepatica. — Relieves  irritation  of  mucous  mem- 
brane, especially  of  the  air-passages. 

Hydrastis. — Mucous  membranes  are  flushed,  in- 
creased mucus  secretion  ;  tonic  to  mucous 
membranes  anywhere,  stomach,  urethra, 
vagina,  eye,  throat,  etc. 

Ipecac. — Irritation  of  mucous  membranes,  with 
increased  circulation  and  secretion. 

Juglans. — To  relieve  irritation  of  mucous  mem- 
branes. 

Mangifera  ind.  —  Tonic  astringent  to  enfeebled 
mucous  tissues  with  profuse  discharges, 
catarrh,  leucorrhoea,  gleet,  diarrhoea  and  all 
passive  hemorrhages. 

Pinus  can. — A  mild  and  valuable  astringent. 

Sanguinaria  can. — A  stimulant  to  atonic  mucous 
tissue. 

Senega. — A  relaxed  condition  of  mucous  mem- 
branes. 

Xanthoxylum. — A  fine  stimulant  to  mucous  mem- 
branes anywhere. 
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MICTURITION, 

Gossypium. — Sense  of  fullness  and  weight  in  blad- 
der with  difficult  micturition. 

Eryngium. — Burning  in  bladder  and  urethra,  fre 
quent  desire  to  urinate. 

Apis. — Frequent  desire  to  urinate,  peculiar  burn- 
ing and  itching  in  urethra. 

CJumaphilla  umbel. — Frequent  desire  to  urinate 
without  being  able  to  pass  urine,  scanty  se- 
cretion of  urine. 

ffelseminum. — Urine  is  passed  with  difficulty  and 
in  small  quantity,  irritation  of  urinary  or- 
gans. 

Balsam  copaiba. — Frequent  desire  to  urinate, 
urine  discharged  drop  by  drop ;  itching, 
smarting,  burning  pains  in  urethra  after 
micturition. 

Aluminum  oxide. — (One  one -hundredth  to  one- 
tenth  gr.)  Can  not  pass  urine  without 
great  straining,  as  at  stool. 

Cannabis  ind. — Painful  micturition  with  tenesmus. 

Benz.  liihia—  Fullness  in  perineum,  frequent  and 
difficult  micturition,  passage  of  mucus  with 
phosphates  from  bladder. 

Mentha  viridis. — Frequent  desire  to  pass  wxatei\ 
scanty  secretion  of  urine. 

Mitchella. — Difficulty  of  evacuation,  frequent  de- 
sire to  pass  urine,  dragging  uneasy  sensa- 
tions in  pelvis,  tenderness  on  pressure. 

Barosma. — A  highly  acid  urine,  constant  desire 
to  urinate  and  little  or  no  relief  from  mic- 
turition. 
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Soldago  ulm. — Constant  desire  to  urinate,  as  if 
the  bladder  was  distended  with  urine. 

Hydrangea. — Irritable  bladder  and  urinary  pass- 
ages, urine  passed  with  difficulty  and  tenes- 
mus. 

Strychnia. — Tardy  and  feeble  urination,  difficult 
respiration. 

CubebcL — Scalding  of  urine  in  women,  burning 
and  irritation  of  the  vulva. 

Melilotus. — Dysuria  with  painful  desire  to  urinate. 
[See  Urinary  Organs,  Kidneys,  Bladder,  Urethra.]

Phytolacca, — Mammary  pain  or  inflammation ; 
enlargement  of  lymphatics  with  pallor. 

Hamamelis. — As  local  application  in  inflamma- 
tion of. 

Aconite. — If  there  is  vascular  disturbance. 

Marcrotys. — In  inflammation  of,  associated  with 
uterine  tenderness. 

Bryonia. — In  inflammation  of,  if  there  is  costal 
pain  and  soreness. 

Iris. — In  inflammation  of,  if  there  is  fullness  of 
thyroid. 
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NERVOUS  SYSTEiM. 

Aconite. — Stimulant  to  sympathetic  nervous  sys- 
tem. 

Aceta  alba. — Nervous  stimulant. 

PJienacetine. — Nervous  strain  from  excessive  joy 
or  sorrow,  followed  by  an  excruciating  pain 
in  the  form  of  congestive  headache. 

Sulfonal. — Restlessnees  and  indisposition  to  sleep, 
not  caused  by  pain. 

Aescidus  glob* — Mental  depression,  homesickness  ; 
stimulant  to  nervous  system  in  some  cases 
of  paralysis. 

Bromide  pot. — Excitability  of  nerve  centers,  sleep- 
lessness, extreme  nervousness;  periodical 
and  spasmodic  muscular  contraction,  at- 
tended with  periods  of  unconsciousness; 
sleeplessness  and  restlessness,  when  there 
is  a  vigorous  circulation,  but  without  fever. 
Epilepsy  or  convulsions  with  irritation  of 
sexual  organs. 

Amman,  brom. —  Convulsions,  epileptiform  dis- 
eases; sudden  movements  of  body  or  ex- 
tremities, jerking,  twitching  of  facial  mus- 
cles. 

Amman,  iodide.— Dizziness,  difficulty  in  control- 
ling the  voluntary  muscles,  dull  headache, 
unsteadiness  of  walk. 

Belladonna. — Dullness,  hebetude,  disposition  to 
sleep,  coma,  eyes  dull,  pupils  dilated. 

Camphor. — Insomnia  and  restlessness,  the  pulse 
being  soft,  tongue  moist,  pallid,  expression- 
less face,  pain,  sleeplessness,  with  tendency 
to  exhaustive  discharges. 
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Cannabis  ind. — Insomnia  with  unpleasant  dreams 
during  momentary  sleep  ;  stimulant  to  nerve 
centers. 

Cypripedium.  —  Nervousness  and  sleeplessness, 
from  atony  ;  a  nervous  stimulant,  allaying 
excitement  and  producing  rest  and  sleep. 

Gelscminum. — Flushed  face,  bright  eyes,  pupils 
contracted,  increased  heat  of  head,  restless- 
ness, pain  in  entire  head;  chorea. 

Ferrocyanidum  pot. — Hysteria  or  hypochondriasis 
with  slow  imperfect  waste  and  nutrition  ;  in 
chronic  disease  there  is  a  marked  irritabil- 
ity of  nervous  system,  with  restlessness  and 
broken  sleep  ;  mucous  membranes  are  pall- 
id and  lax,  with  increased  secretion,  bowels 
irregular  and  tumid. 

Phosphorus. — Nerve  stimulant,  when  there  is  fee- 
ble reproductive  power. 

Pulsatilla. — Patient  is  nervous,  despondent,  rest- 
less, sleepless,  looks  on  dark  side  of  life, 
fear  of  impending  danger;  nervousness, 
sadness,  irritation  of  nervous  system,  es- 
pecially when  associated  with  a  reproduc- 
tive wrong,  restless,  weary,  cries  frequent- 
ly, sobbing  even  in  sleep,  face  pale. 

Rhus  tox. — Child  starts  in  its  sleep,  has  a  shrill 
cry,  very  restless,  sharp  pulse,  sharp  fea- 
tures, tip  of  tongue  shows  small  red  spots 
on  upper  surface. 

Scutellaria, — Hysteria  with  inability   to  control 
the  voluntary 
festing  itself  in  muscular  action. 
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Valerian.  —  Cerebrospinal  stimulant;  especially 
valuable  as  a  remedy  in  chorea  when  stim- 
ulation is  desired  :  allays  nervous  irritabil- 
ity, modifies  or  arrests   pain,  promotes  rest. 

Ailanthus  gland.  —  Epileptiform  contraction  of 
muscles  ;  epilepsy. 

Avenna. — Nerve  tonic,  stimulant  and  antispas- 
modic ;  in  all  cases  of  nervous  affections  ac- 
companied by  exhaustion. 

Arnica. — Stimulant  to  the  spinal  nervous  system. 

Boletus  sar. — Stimulant  to  the  nervous  system. 

Cactus. — Diseases  of  nervous  system,  when  action 
of  heart  is  impaired  ;  nervousness. 

Cannabis  sat. — In  wakefulness  ;  low  mental  con- 
ditions and  in  painful  urinary  affections. 

Conium  — A  nervous  and  vascular  stimulant  ;  re- 
lieves excitation  of  the  nervous  system  and 
gives  rest,  Conium  seed. — A  powerful  nar- 
cotic sedative,  differing  from  a  like  prepar- 
ation of  leaves,  only  in  being  much  strong- 
er, therefore,  use  in  smaller  doses,  in  all 
similar  cases,  such  as  chorea,  paralysis,  tet- 
anus, whooping  cough,  asthma,  etc.  It 
seems  to  be  indicated  in  those  cases  of  dis- 
ease in  which  motor  activity  is  in  excess.

Coffea. — A  nervous  stimulant. 

Ergot. — A  stimulant  to  nerve  centers  ;  dullness, 
stupor,  dull  eyes,  pulse  slow  and  oppressed, 
tendency  to  congestion,  hemorrhages,  es- 
pecially in  non-febrile  diseases. 

Hclkborus  niger. — Employed  in  hypochondria  and 
hvsteria. 
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Eupatorium  arom. — A  valuable  nervine  and  anti- 
spasmodic and  peculiarly  adapted  to  cases 
of  debility  and  irritation  of  the  nervous 
system ;  hysteria  ;  chorea ;  the  restlessness 
and  morbid  watchfulness  in  advanced 
stages  of  fevers. 

Hyoscyamus  — delirium  with  hallucinations ;  al- 
lays irritation  of  nervous  system  and  gives 
rest  and  produces  sleep.  Stimulant  to 
cerebro- spinal  centers. 

Lycopus. — This  remedy  acts  on  the  sympathetic 
system  of  nerves  and  causes  a  sedative  ac- 
tion, where  the  frequency  of  pulse  is  de- 
pendent upon  want  of  power. 

Nux. — Stimulant  to  nervous  system;  certain  cases 
of  paralysis  ;  child  is  restless,  draws  up  its 
legs,  contorts  its  body,  screams  violently, 
wakes  suddenly  from  sleep  with  crying, 
face  flushes — intestinal  irritation,  colic,  in- 
creased nervous  sensibility.  The  face  is 
pallid,  sallow,  yellowness  about  the  mouth, 
tongue  pallid,  restless,  sleepless,  food  dis- 
tresses it,  enfeebled  spinal  innervation. 

Oenantha  croc. — Epilepsy  and  diseases  resulting 
from  malnutrition  and  anemia  ot  brain  and 
spinal  cord. 

Panax. — A  remedy  for  nervous  dyspepsia  and  for 
exhaustion  of  the  nervous  system. 

Passiflora  incar. — Irritation  of  brain  and  nervous 
system.     Sleeplessness. 

Phosphorus. — Improves  nutrition  of  the  nervous 
svstem. 
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Staphysagria. —  A  nervous  stimulant,  when  de- 
pression of  spirits  and  despondence,  gloomy 
forebodings  and  violent  outbursts  of  pas- 
sion, especially  when  associated  with  a  re- 
productive wrong.     Nocturnal  emissions. 

Stramonium, — Can  not  control  his  temper,  feels 
an  almost  uncontrollable  desire  to  destroy 
something  or  injure  somebody.     Narcotic. 

Verbascum. — Mild  influence  upon  nervous  system, 
quiets  irritation  and  promotes  sleep. 

Ether. — Pain  or  convulsive  action,  the  face  being 
pallid  and  cool,  circulation  feeble. 

Chloroform — Antispasmodic. 

Asafoetida. — Antispasmodic. 

Opium. — Pulse  is  small  and  open,  face  pallid,  eyes 
dull,  pain,  sleeplessness. 

Ammonium  carl). — Pulse  is  feeble,  circulation  to 
surface  imperfect,  skin  pallid,  respiration 
difficult,  restless  and  sleepless. 

Oenothera. — Sallow  dirty  skin,  tissues  full,  large 
sallow  tongue,  feeble  innervation  with 
broken  sleep  and  tendency  to  cry  on  the 
slightest  annoyance. 

Xanthium  spin. — Any  disease  with  nervous  excite- 
ment, attended  by  sweating. 

Agaricus  muse. — Involuntary  muscular  twitching, 
dimness  of  sight,  pressing  pain  in  occiput, 
inclination  to  fall  backwards. 

Ignatia. — Nervous  debility,  epilepsy. 

Conium. — Where  motor  activity  is  in  excess. 

Ailanthus. — Nerve  tonic;  epilepsy;  palpitations. 

Convallaria  maj. — Epilepsy.

Euphorbia  pil.—Haj  fever,  with  shortness  of 
breath,  sneezing  and  suffusion  of  eyes. 

Hamamelis. — Increased  secretion  of  mucus,  full- 
ness of  tissue.  • 

Convallaria  maj. — Topically  in  nasal  catarrh. 

Euphrasia  offtc— Acute  catarrhal  disease  of  mu- 
cous membrane,  especially  when  attended 
by  profuse  secretion  of  acrid  mucus  from 
eyes  and  nose,  with  heat  and  pain  in  frontal 
sinuse. 

Sangitinaria—  Nasal  catarrh  with  little  or  no  dis- 
charge.

Eucalyptus. — In  catarrhal  affections. 
Manfjifera. — Tonic  astringent  to  enfeebled  mucous

Conium. — Neuralgic  pain  in  feeble  old  persons. 

Apocynum. — Rheumatic  neuralgia  with  tendency 
to  oedema. 

— Irritation  of  nerve  centers,  flushed 
face,  bright  eyes,  pupils  contracted,  increas- 
ed temperature,  neuralgia  of  the  cervical 
nerves. 

Macrotys. — Rheumatic  neuralgia. 

— Neuralgia,  especially  when  associated 
with  debility  ;  a  marked  soreness  and  lame- 
ness which  follow  the  attacks  of  pain.

Rhus. — Sharp  pain  in  left  frontal  region,  sharp 
pulse,  tip  of  tongue  shows  small  red  points 
on  upper  surface ;  local  pain  sharp  and 
burning ;  bright  redness  of  surface. 

Pulsatilla. — Nervousness,  unrest,  relieves  irrita- 
tion of  nervous  system.

Nux. — Nausea  and  vomiting,  sallow  and  expres- 
sionless mouth  and  tongue.

Lobelia. — Full  and  oppressed  pulse. 

Fowler  s  sol. — Soft  and  easily  compressed  pulse, 
dead,  inelastic  skin. 

Asclepias. — Strong  and  vibratile  pulse,  skin  moist. 

Cactus. — Irregular,  feeble  pulse,  usually  increas- 
ed in  frequency. 

Capsicum. — Feeble  pulse,  cold  extremities  and 
pallid  face  in  delirium  tremens. 

Digitalis. — Feeble  pulse  ;  current  of  blood  is  eas- 
ily stopped  by  pressure. 

Iberis  amara. — Pulse  purring,  full  and  tremulous  ; 
cardiac  disease. 

Morphia. — Small  and  soft  pulse,  waves  short  and 
square,  distance  between  waves  long. 

Rhus  toi. — Small,  sharp  prise. 

Veratrum  v. — Frequent  full  pulse,  full,  bounding 
pulse. 

Bryonia. — Hard  vibratile  pulse. 

Spir.  ether  nitrosi. — Pulse  is  frequent  but  free, 
skin  inclined  to  be  moist,  scanty  urine. 

Eupatorium  pcrf. — Full  pulse,  full  skin,  tendency 
to  perspiration  during  fever. 

Pulsatilla. — Pulse  soft,  easily  compressed,  ner- 
vousness, especially  when  associated  with 
reproductive  excitement. 
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PLEURA. 


Bryonia. — Pain  tensive,  catting  character  in  ser- 
ous membranes  ;  in  pleurisy,  sharp  lancin- 
ating pains. 

Asclepias. — Skin  moist,  pain  acute  and  seemingly 
dependent  on  motion:  pleurisy. 

Elms. — Pleurisy  with  sharp  paroxysmal  pain, 
sharp  stroke  of  pulse.

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PREGNANCY,  LABOR. 

Pulsatillas — To  relieve  unpleasant  sensations  dur- 
ing pregnancy,  nervousness. 

Ergot. — To  stimulate  uterine  contractions,  when 
os  is  dilated,  soft  parts  relaxed  and  proper 
presentation  of  fetus. 

Caulophyllum. — Relieve  false  pains,  stimulates 
normal  contraction.  Relieves  uterine  irrita- 
tion. 

Macrotys.  —  Unpleasant  sensations  in  pregnant 
uterus,  a  partus  preparator ;  pains  are  irreg- 
ular, excess  of  pain,  slow  dilatation. 

Mitchella— Relieves  unpleasant  sensations  during 
pregnancy ;  a  good  preparative  to  labor, 

Viburnum. — The  remedy  for  habitual  abortion  ; 
tensive  cutting  pains  in  last  weeks  of  preg- 
nancy. 

Ergot. — Arrests  uterine  hemorrhage. 

Cinnamomum. — Arrests  postpartum  hemorrhage. 

Oil  erigeron. — Active  hemorrhage,  with  strong  and 
not  frequent  pulse  ;  uterine  hemorrhage. 

Nutmeg* — Passive  uterine  hemorrhage. 
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Opium. — Pulse  is  small  and  open,  face  pallid, 
pain,  sleeplessness. 

DioscorecL — Colic  with  sharp  cutting  pains;  pain 
of  tearing  character,  aggravated  by  walking ; 
continued  unabated  abdominal  pains,  with 
exacerbations  and  tenderness  on  pressure. 

Colocyntli. — Cutting  pain  in  abdomen,  tenderness, 
wandering  pains  in  abdomen,  intestines 
felt  to  change  position. 

EpiloMum. — Colicky  pains  with  diarrhoea. 

Mux. — Paroxysmal  pain  in  abdomen  ;  paroxysmal 
pain  in  right  hypochondrium,  shooting  to 
right  scapula ;  paroxysmal  pain  in  uterus, 
extending  to  umbilicus ;  abdominal  pain 
pointing  to  umbilicus,  sallow  face  and 
mouth. 

Chionanthus. — Pain  over  liver,  like  colic,  with 
yellowness  of  skin  and  eyes  ;   bilious  colic. 

Leptandra. — Dull  heavy  pain  in  right  hypochon- 
drium, fullness  of  abdomen,  thirst,  but  can 
not  drink,  restless  and  can  not  sleep. 

Xepeta  cat. — Pain  in  abdomen,  flexing  of  thighs 
upon  abdomen,writhing  of  patient,  persist- 
ent crying. 

Chamomilla. — Colic  with  flatulence  and  diarrhoea. 

Macrotys* — Muscular  pain  ;  uterine  pain  ;  false, 
irregular  pains;  paroxysmal  pains  in  rheu- 
matism. 

Acetate  pot. — Rheumatic  pain,  wTorse  on  pressure. 

Arnica. — Tensive  pain  in  back,  as  if  bruised  or 
strained  ;  muscular  pain  and  soreness  when 
limbs  are  moved. 
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Asclepias. — Pain  acute  and  seemingly  dependent 
on  motion,  skin  moist. 

Bryonia. — Pain  of  a  tensive  cutting  character,  of 
serous  membranes  ;  tensive  tearing  or  sharp 
lancinating  pain. 

Caulopliyllum. — Uterine  pain  and  tenderness,  in 
persons  of  full  but  lax  habits  ;  rheumatic 
pains  in  asthenic  plethora;  uterine  pains, 
fullness,  weight,  pain  in  legs. 

Eryngium. — Pain  in  bladder  extending  to  loins. 

Eupatorium  per/'. — Deep-seated  pains  in  muscles 
and  bones  ;  tendency  to  perspiration. 

Sticta. — Pain  in  shoulders,  extending  to  occiput, 

cough. 
'  Ignatia. — Pain    shooting    from    right   hypochon- 
drium  to  shoulder,  stomach  trouble  ;  pain 
with  weakness  in  small  of  back  ;  pain  along 
the  course  of  the  crural  nerve. 

Morphia. — To  relieve  pain  or  produce  sleep, 
when  pulse  is  soft,  tongue  moist. 

Rhus  tox. — Burning  pain  of  surface— sharp  pulse, 
left  frontal  headache. 

Salicin—  Periodicity,  complains  of  severe  pains, 
rheumatic  in  character. 

Viburnum. — Cramp  like  pain,  recurring  at  inter- 
vals, pains  expulsive. 

Cheledo7iium.—¥am  in  right  shoulder  and  in  dor- 
sal spine  ;  in  affections  of  liver. 

AntHcamnia.—Vmn  anywhere.

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PROSTATE. 

Phosphorus  (tinct.) — Prostatic  irritation  with  mu- 
coid discharges ;  fullness  and  dragging  in 
perineum. 

Pulsatilla.  —  Prostatorrhcea  with  nervousness, 
dull  eyes,  dark  line  under  them. 

S(MV  palmetto. — Best  effect  produced  upon  en- 
larged prostate  and  in  all  prostatic  troubles. 

Staphysagria.  —  Allays  irritation  of  prostate, 
prostatorrhoea. 

Thuya. — Reduces  the  swelling  of  prostatis  and 
has  reduced  the  size  of  hypertrophied  pros- 
tates.    (Howe.) 

Salix  nigra  aments.  —  Sexual  sedative,  relieves 
prostatitis. 

Gaulthcria. — Special  influence  on  bladder,  ureth- 
ra, prostate,  allaying  irritation  and  inflam- 
mation. 

[See  Eeproductive  Organs.] 
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Bryonia. — Rheumatic  pain  of  a  tensive  cutting 
character. 

Macrotys. — Rheumatism  of  uterus ;  when  pulse  is 
open,  pain  paroxysmal,  skin  not  dry  ;  deep 
seated  muscular  pains,  hot  skin,  sweating  ; 
*  dull,  tensive,  intermittent,  as  if  dependent 
upon  a  contracted  state  of  muscular  fibre, 
soreness  of  muscular  tissue. 

Acetate  pot. — Rheumatic  pain,  worse  on  pressure. 

Arnica.  —  Feeling  of  weariness  and  soreness  all 
over  body  with  pain  in  joints  as  if  sprained 
or  dislocated  ;  muscular  pain  and  soreness 
when  the  limbs  are  moved. 

Colocynth. — Bruised  pains  in  limbs ;  rheumatic 
pain,  felt  more  especially  when  walking. 

Caulophyllum.  — ■  Rheumatic  paius  in  asthenic 
plethora. 

Citrus  Limonum. — Rheumatic  pain  when  tongue 
and  mucous  membranes  are  very  red,  urine 
being  alkaline. 

Conium. — Rheumatic  or  neuralgic  pain  in  feeble 
old  persons. 

Propylamin. — When  febrile  action  has  been  re- 
lieved. 

Salicylic  acid. —  Rheumatic  pain  without  much 
febrile  reaction ;  tongue  is  slightly  leaden 
colored  and  shows  spots  when  fur  is  lifted. 

Salicylate  soda. — Rheumatism  when  tongue  has 
a  bluish  pallor. 

Sticta. — With  soreness  of  shoulders,  cervical  re- 
gion and  occiput. 
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Apocynimi. — Tendency  to  oedema,  slight  pulfiness 
of  skin  or  a  peculiar  blanched  glistening 
appearance. 

Colchicum. — A  remedy  for  rheumatism,  after  se- 
dation has  been  produced ;  sudden,  tearing 
pain,  increased  by  worry ;  sharp,  shooting, 
tearing  or  dull  aching,  extending  from  the 
back  to  hip  and  down  the  limbs. 

Eupatorium  perf. —  In  rheumatism  and  fevers, 
where  pulse  is  large  and  the  current  of 
blood  shows  little  waves ;  chilliness,  moist 
hot  skin,  full  and  soft  pulse;  deep-seated 
pains  in  muscles  and  bones. 

Melilotus. — With  lameness  in  hip  and  along  sci- 
atic nerve. 

Polymnia  uvedalia. — Chronic  rheumatism,  gland- 
ular enlargement,  impaired  circulation,  flab- 
by and  sallow  tissues. 

Alkaline  treatment. — A  marked  pallor  of  mucous 
membranes. 

Asclepias. — Skin  hot,  inclined  to  moisture,  sharp 
pains. 

Salicylate  pot. — Tongue  is  purplish  in  color,  large 
and  coated  in  center. 

Phytolacca. — Enlarged  lymphatics,  sore  mouth 
and  throat,  pale,  opaque  urine. 

Manaca* — Tender  and  swollen  joints,  tendency  to 
metastasis,  cardiac  faintness,  dry  skin, 
high  temperature. 

Jaborandi. — Severe  pain  aggravated   by  motion. 

Rhus  tox. — Rheumatism,  where  aggravated  by 
warmth  and  rest. 
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Bryonia. — Rheumatism  where  pain  is  aggravated 
by  motion. 

Aconite. — Fever  with  small  frequent  pulse. 

Feratriim.-^Feyer  with  full,  hard,  frequent  pulse. 

HyoscyamiLs.  —  Delirium  with  hallucinations, 
gives  rest,  promotes  sleep. 

Thuya, — Syphilitic  or  other  diseases  of  bad  blood. 

Pulsatilla. — Patient  is  nervous,  despondent,  rest- 
less, sleepless. 
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REPRODUCTIVE  ORGANS. 

(SEXUAL  ORGANS.) 

Galcarea  carbonica.  (Homeo.  trit.) — Diseases  of 
reproductive  organs  in  women,  having  a 
pallid  inelastic  skin  ;  softness  of  tissues  ;  en- 
largement of  lymphatic  glands. 

Hdoiuas. — Chronic  diseases  of  reproductive  organs 
in  women  with  mental  depression  and  irri- 
tability ;  vaginal  leucorrhoea  in  young  girls, 
otherwise  robust. 

Phosphorus. — Nerve  stimulant  especially  when 
there  is  feeble  rej roductive  power  ;  pendu- 
lous scrotum  ;  fullness  of  lower  abdomen  in 
women,  without  sharp  pain  ;  vesical  and 
prostatic  irritation  with  mucoid  discharges. 

Pulsatilla. — Excitement  of  reproductive  organs; 
spermatorrhoea,  with  nervousness,  dark 
lines  under  eyes,  dull  eyes,  fear  of  impend- 
ing evil,  sadness,  dizziness  ;  prostatorrhoea; 
active  imagination  for  disease.  Leucorrhoea, 
characterized  by  a  thick  and  creamy  dis- 
charge, very  profuse. 

Achillea. — Atonic  amenorrhoea,  menorrhagia  and 
vaginal  leucorrhoea. 

Collinsonia. — With  sense  of  burning  or  constric- 
tion in  rectum. 

Gaultheria. — An  aphrodisiac,  exerting  a  direct 
and  quite  certain  influence  upon  the  male 
and  female  reproductive  organs:  increased 
sexual  excitement,  evidently  from  wrong 
of  the  reproductive  organs  and  not  the 
mind. 
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Ignatia. — Atony,  dragging  pains  in  right  hypo- 
chondrium  with  gastrodynia,  deep  seated 
pains  in  loins,  uterine  colic,  wandering 
pains  in  pelvis,  dysmenorrhoea ;  amenor 
rhoea ;  morning  chills ;  feminine  sexual 
frigidity 

Macrotys. — Influences  directly  the  reproductive 
organs ;  sense  of  soreness,  with  dragging 
pains  in  uterus,  and  muscular  pains  in 
back,  loins  hip  and  thighs ;  false  pains ; 
uterine  pain  with  tenderness,  irregular 
pains,  uterine  rheumatism. 

Mitchella. — Imparts  tone  to  female  reproductive 
organs,  improves  function,  promotes  men- 
struation, relieves  unpleasant  sensations 
during  pregnancy ;  uneasy  sensations  in 
pelvis,  with  dragging,  tenderness  on  pres- 
sure, frequent  desire  to  pass  urine. 

Iodine. — Gives  energy  to  the  reproductive  organs. 

Senecio. — Sensations  of  weight  in  pelvis  ;  uterine 
leucorrhoea ;  uterine  tonic.  Fullness  and 
weight  in  perineum,  dragging  sensations  in 
testicle;  a  general  out-of-tone  condition  of 
uterus  or  appendages.  Enlargement  of 
uterus  with  leucorrhoea. 

Saw  palmetto. — Has  a  special  action  upon  the 
glands  of  the  reproductive  system,  as  mam- 
mae, ovaries,  prostate,  testes.  Tendency 
to  increase  their  functional  activity.  Spec- 
ially useful  in  atrophy  of  testes  or  uterus. 
Tfstilago  maidis—  Tonic  and  excitant  of  the  fe- 
male reproductive  organs,  menstrual  and 
ovarian  derangement ;  analogue  of  ergot  of 
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rye.  Pendulous  abdomen,  full  and  relaxed 
perineum,  and  increase  in  size  of  uterus 
with  atony. 

Tiger  lily. — Has  a  direct  affinity  for  the  uterus 
and  ovaries ;  subdues  chronic  ovaritis,  vag- 
initis, endometritis,  prolapsus,  etc. ;  uterine 
or  ovarian  congestion  or  enlargement. 

Viburnum. — Uterine  pains  with  spasmodic  action ; 
dysmenorrhea  bearing  down,  expulsive 
pains  ;  severe  cutting  after-pains. 

Apis. — Diseases  in  women  characterized  by  sen- 
sations of  heat  and  burning  pains  in  blad- 
der and  course  of  urethra,  with  frequent 
desire  to  micturate. 

Hamamelis. — Fullness  of  pelvic  tissues,  laxity  of 
perineum  and  impairment  of  venous  cir- 
culation. 

Hydrastis. — Uterine  hemorrhage  due  to  inflam- 
mation and  abnormal  positions  of  that  or- 
gan; hemorrhage  incident  to  the  meno- 
pause. 

Caulophyllum. — Uterine  pains  and  tenderness  in 
persons  of  full  but  lax  habits;  fullness, 
weight,  pain  in  legs.  Chronic  uterine  dis- 
ease, where  there  is  irritation  and  uneasi- 
ness. 

Nux. — Paroxysmal  pains  in  uterus,  extending  to 
umbilicus. 

Apocynum. — Profuse  watery  discharge  from  uter- 
us, tendency  to  oedema. 

Cinnamomum. — To  arrest  uterine  hemorrhage. 

Ignatia. — Atony,  sense  of  uneasiness  with  weight 
and  dragging,  associated  with  sharp  expul- 
sive pains. 
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Podophyllum. — Amenorrhoea,  dependent  on  cold 
or  arising  from  torpor  of  uterus,  full  tissues, 
full  abdomen,  full  veins,  full  and  yellowish 
coated  tongue. 

Salix  nigra  aments. — Irritable  condition  of  genito- 
urinary organs  of  either  sex  ;  sexual  seda- 
tive ;  in  nocturnal  emissions ;  spermator- 
rhoea. 

Brom.  pot. — Irritation  of  sexual  organs  with  epi- 
lepsy or  convulsions  ;  strong  excitement  of 
sexual  organs. 

Cannabis. — Excitement  of  the  reproductive  func- 
tion with  erections,  lascivious  dreams  and 
thoughts.     Chordee. 

Lupulin. — Relieves  irritation  of  nerve  centers, 
gives  rest,  promotes  sleep,  especially  where 
the  irritation  is  due  to  sexual  excitement 
or  abuse. 

Nuphar  lutea. — 'Regulates  sexual  excitement. 

Origanum. — In  nymphomania. 

Berberis  aquif. — Tonic  to  chronic  affections  of 
mucous  membranes,  leucorrhoea. 

Convallaria  maj. — Vaginal  leucorrhoea. 

Ergot. — Stimulates  uterine  contraction. 

As  injections  in  leucorrhoea  may  use,  Chlor.  pot. ; 
Sulph.  zinc;  Borax;  Salicylic  acid;  Hy- 
drastia  ;  Hamamelis  ;  Rumex;  Pinus  ;  hot 
water,  etc. 

[See  Menstruation,  Testes.] 
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Antimon.  tart. — Stridulous  breathing  with  difficult 
respiration,  seemingly  from  want  of  muscu- 
lar power.     (\  gr.  3-6th.  dec.) 

Graphites. —  Slow  difficult  respiration,  almost 
stopping  during  sleep.     ( 1  st.  Homeo.  dilut. ) 

Grindelia.  —  Asthma;  labored  respiration  with 
dusky  flushing  of  face.     (Person  plethoric.) 

Lobelia. — Oppression  of  chest  and  difficult  respira- 
tion ;  angina  pectoris  ;  mucous  rattling  in 
throat ;  sense  of  weight  and  oppression 
about  the  praecordia. 

Potass,  nitras. — Difficult  respiration  with  scanty 
urine. 

Strychnia. — Antiperiodic  when  patient  has  diffi- 
cult respiration,  tardy  and  feeble  urination. 

Xiu. — Difficulty  in  breathing,  especially  when  pa- 
tient sleeps  ;  nausea. 

Ptelia. — A  remedy  for  asthma  :  when  there  is  a 
sense  of  constriction  in  thorax  and  short  re- 
spiration. 

Serpentaria. — Sense  of  fullness  in  chest,  with  dif- 
ficult respiration  ;  diaphoretic. 

Sticta. — Atonic  lesions  of  respiratory  organs,  at- 
tended with  dull  pains  in  chest,  increased 
by  full  inspiration,  cough  with  pain  in 
shoulders. 

Stramonium. — Dried  leaves  are  smoked  for  as- 
thma. 

Aesculus  glad. — Asthmatic  breathing  ;  diseases  of 
respiratory  tract,  with  asthmatic  difficulty 
of  breathing. 
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Euphorbia  pilulif. — Spasmodic  action  of  respira- 
tory muscles,  with  bronchial  irritation. 

Ammon.  mui\ — Oppressed  respiration,  with  bron- 
chial sounds. 

Spongia  testa,  homeo.  clilut. — Wheezing  inspir- 
ation, croupal  cough. 

Catatpa. — Asthma  ;  gives  freedom  to  respiration. 

Sanguinaria. — Sense  of  burning  and  constriction 
in  fauces  or  pharynx,  with  irritative^  cough 
and  difficult  respiration. 

Ipecac. — Difficult  breathing,  irritation  of  mucous 
membrane  of  bronchi  with  increased  cir- 
culation. 

[See  Lungs,  Pleura,  Bronchi.] 
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Uvedalia. — Enlargement  of  spleen  ;  ague  cake  ; 
hypertrophy,  with  sensation  of  weight  and 
dragging  and  when  felt  seems  sodden, 
wants  elasticity. 

Ceonanthus  amer. — An  enlarged  spleen,  sallow 
skin  and  expressionless  face. 

Iris.— Fullness  of  spleen,  enlargement  of  lymph- 
atics, fullness  of  thyroid,  grayish  or  coppery 
discoloration  of  skin. 

Polygonatum. — Relieves  congestion  of  spleen. 
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Pepsin. — Gastric  digestion  impaired  with  eructa- 
tions of  food  and  gas. 

Lime. —  Acid  fermentation  in  the  stomach,  food 
does  not  digest  well,  colic,  green  acrid  dis- 
charges from  bowels. 

Hydrocyanic  acid. — Relieves  irritation  of  stomach 
and  checks  vomiting  from  this  cause. 

Carbo  veg. — Pressure  and  heaviness  in  stomach, 
sour  eructations  after  eating,  salty  taste  in 
mouth  and  nausea. 

Bismuth  subnit. — Irritation  of  stomach  with  gas- 
tralgia,  foul  smelling  vomiting. 

Amagdalis  pers.  —  Gastric  tenderness,  elongated 
pointed  tongue,  reddened  tip  and  edges. 

Acidum  Hydrocyanicum  commercial.  —  Uneasy 
sensations  in  stomach  with  painful  retch- 
ings, elongated  pointed  tongue,  with  red- 
dened tip  and  edges. 

Bismuth'  liquor. — Uneasy  sensations  in  stomach: 
towards  the  close  of  digestion. 

Euphorbia  corol. — Uneasy  sensations  in  stomach 
and  bowels,  as  if  to  go  to  stool ;  elongated 
pointed  tongue,  prominent  papillae. 

Gentiana. — Sense  of  depression  referred  to  epigas- 
tric region,  associated  with  sense  of  physi- 
cal and  mental  weariness ;  in  atony  of  stom- 
ach and  bowels  with  feeble  or  slow  diges- 
tion. 

Ignatia. — Deep-seated  and  dull  pain  in  epigas- 
trium, feeling  as  if  stomach  was  dragged 
backward ;  weak,  empty  feeling  in  stomach. 

Penthorum  sed. — Catarrhal  diseases  of  stomach. 
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Rheum. — Irritation  of  stomach,  nausea,  tongue 
elongated,  reddened  tip  and  edges. 

Sanguinaria  nit. — Sense  of  uneasiness  and  burn- 
ing in  stomach  with  nervousness. 

Atetris  far. — Gastric  stimulant  and  aids  digestion. 

Asclepias  incar. — Chronic  mucous  disease  of 
stomach. 

Cuicus  bened. — Debilitated  state  of  stomach,  tonic, 
stomachic. 

Eriodictyon. — Chronic  catarrhal  gastritis. 

Columba. — Enfeebled  states  of  stomach  attended 
by  want  of  appetite,  indigestion  and  gen- 
eral debility ;  no  tonic  is  more  appropriate 
in  such  cases;  if  indicated,  bicarb,  soda  or 
potash  may  be .  combined  with  it  to  great 
advantage. 

Hydrastis. — Stomachic,  tonic ;  relieves  gastro- 
intestinal irritation,  improves  appetite  and 
digestion. 

Ipecac. — Irritation  of  stomach,  contracted  or  elon- 
gated and  pointed  tongue. 

Plelia. — In  all  atonic  states  of  stomach  ;  increases 
appetite  ;  an  excellent  tonic. 

Rumex. — Dyspepsia,  with  sensations  of  fullness 
and  pressure  in  pit  of  stomach. 

Zingiber. — A  pungent  and  stimulating  stomachic 
and  aromatic;  flatulence,  spasms  of  stom- 
ach and  intestines. 

Peppermint  essence. — Constant  accumulation  of 
gas.    (Howe). 

Nujc. — Atonic  state  of  stomach,  nausea,  vomiting, 
yellow  coating  upon  tongue,  pallid  face, 
yellow  tinge  of  conjunctiva. 
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Emetics. — When  we  have  evidence  of  morbid  ac 
cumulations  in,  stomach,  fullness  and  heav- 
iness over  stomach, tongue  heavily  coated. 

Oxide  zinc. — Child's  Ire  ith  is  bad,  eructations  of 
iood,  waterbrash,  gastrodynia  ;  secretions  of 
mouth  become  so  acrid,  that  they  excoriate 
the  mucous  membrane  and  lips  and  pro- 
duce soreness  of  the  nipple. 

Collinsonia. — Oppression  with  tightness  in  epigas- 
trium ;  stimulant,  carminative,  aids  diges- 
tion. 

Sulphite  soda .  —  A  broad,  pallid,  dirty  tongue; 
stomach  trouble  with  this  indication. 

Aconite.— Irritation  of  mucous  membrane  of  stom- 
ach, when  pulse  is  small  and  frequent. 

[See  Intestines,  Nausea,  Vomiting.] 


SALIVARY  GLANDS,  SALIVA. 

Jaborandi  — Efficient  sialagogue. 

Phytolacca. — Irritation  of  salivary  glands,  enlarge- 
ment of  lymphatics  with  pallor. 

Pulsatilla. — Nervousness,  ptyalism. 

Belladonna. — Stimulant  to  capillary  circulation, 
ptyalism. 
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Chionanthus. — Yellow  skin,  yellow  conjunctiva, 
yellow  tongue  and  hepatic  pain  in  acute  or 
chronic  jaundice, 

Jaborandi. — Dry  skin,  full  hard  pulse,  localized 
pain ;  perspiration  suppressed,  increased 
heat  and  generally  elevated  temperature. 

Brom.  pot. — Acne  simplex  of  youth  due  to  sexual 
disturbances. 

Phosphoric  acid. —  Acne  from  digestive  derange- 
ments. 

Hepar  sulphur. — Acne  indurata  when  the  points 
are  livid  red  and  painful  when  pressed  upon. 

Liq.  pot.  ars. — Acne  rosacea  with  bluish  red  color 
of  face  and  nose. 

Bibor.  soda.  (Sat.  sol.) — Pimples,  roughness  of 
epidermis,  blackheads  and  other  facial 
blemishes,  locally  applied. 

Apis. — Itching  and  burning  of  the  surface. 

Mild  solution  of  acetic  acid. — Urticaria-. 

Arsenic. — Skin  has  lost  its  elasticity,  epidermis 
dry  ;  inactive  skin,  wants  elasticity,  dull, 
sallow  or  pallid  color ;  eczematous  eruptions. 

Donovan's  solution. — Secondary  syphilis  if  tongue 
is  small  and  its  redness  increased. 

Asclepias. — Skin  moist,  pulse  strong,  pain  acute. 
Diaphoretic. 

Sulphurous  acid. — Skin  has  a  rusty  lifeless  ap- 
pearance. 

Baptisia. — Face  full,  dusky,  purplish  red,  like  one 
who  has  been  exposed  to  the  cold  for  a  long 
time. 
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Galcarea  carbonica.  (Homeo.  trit.) — Pallid  inelas- 
tic skin  :  enlargement  of  lymphatic  glands  ; 
softness  of  tissues. 

Carbo.  veg. — Pallid  skin,  feeble  circulation  with 
hemorrhage. 

Cheledonium. — Greenish-yellow  tinge  of  skin. 

Cuprum. — Skin  pale  and  transparent;  in  chlorosis 
when  skin  has  a  dirty  greenish  tinge. 

Ferrum  acetate. — Pallid  transparent  skin,  blue- 
ness  of  veins,  dull  heavy  pain  in  back  of 
head. 

Syr.  iodide  iron. — Pallid,  though  full  tissues. 

Hamamelis. — Fullness  and  relaxation  of  tissue. 

Hypophosphite  lime. — Deposit  of  aplastic  or  caco- 
plastic  material  in  connective  tissue. 

Juglans  cinerea. — Acute  and  chronic  skin  diseases. 

Menisperum. — Skin  brown,  tongue  coated  at  base, 
tip  red,  irregular  appetite. 

Potas.  sulphas. — Dirty  skin,  tissues  full  and  sod- 
den, skin  scaly,  wounds  heal  slowly,  inflame 
and  suppurate. 

Phytolacca. — Diseases  of  skin  with  death  of  and 
imperfect  reproduction  of  epithelium. 

Pix  liquida. — Some  diseases  of  skin  with  itching. 

Salvia. — Profuse  sweating,  continued  inaction  of 
skin,  feet  sweat  and  get  cold. 

Sambucus  can. — Tissues  seem  full ;  epidermis  sep- 
arates and  there  is  abundant  serous  dis- 
charge which  forms  crusts  ;  indolent  ulcers. 

Soda  sulphas. — Skin  is  full,  inelastic  with  brown- 
ish-sallow discoloration, 

Stillingia. — Skin  diseases,  showing  marked  irrita- 
tion with  ichorous  discharge.  Chronic  skin 
diseases. 
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Sulphur. — Skin  is  dirty,  sallow,  brownish,  and 
mucous  membrane  has  a  dirty  hue  ;  dry- 
ness and  separation  of  the  epidermis,  vesic- 
ular or  pustular  diseases  or  change  of  color. 

Ifvedalia. — Skin  is  full,  inelastic  and  sallow,  im- 
paired circulation,  flabby  and  sallow  tissues. 

Alnus  Rubra. — Diseases  of  skin  or  mucous  mem- 
branes, taking  the  form  of  eczema  or  pus- 
tular eruption. 

Belladonna. — Skin  is  red  and  the  finger  drawn 
across  it  leaves  a  somewhat  permanent 
white  line  ;  impairment  of  capillary  circu- 
lation with  congestion. 

Polygonum. — A  harsh,  inactive  skin,  chilly  sensa- 
tions ;  diaphoretic. 

Rhus  tox. — Bright  redness,  burning,  vesicular 
eruptions  similar  to  rhus  poisoning,  hives, 
itching  and  burning. 

Rumex. — Chronic  diseases  of  skin  with  bad  blood. 

Serpentaria. — A  stimulant  to  the  skin,  increasing 
secretion.  A  valuable  diaphoretic.  Skin 
is  inactive,  harsh,  desquamation  of  epider- 
mis, epidermis  feels  rough  and  dead  ;  weight 
dragging  in  loins. 

Arsenite  of  copper — Chronic  skin  diseases  with 
want  of  tonicity  in  skin,  with  a  grimy,  sal- 
low appearance,  usually  dry  and  harsh ; 
papular  and  pustular  eruptions  that  are 
slow  in  breaking  down  and  are  surrounded 
by  redness  or  discoloration  of  the  parts. 

Iris. — Chronic  diseases  of  skin ;  increases  waste 
and  improves  nutrition. 
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Eupatorium. — Skin  is  inclined  to  be  moist,  fre- 
quent, full  and  free  pulse. 

Crocus  sat ivus.  —  Skin  in  dull,  mottled  and  in- 
active, afterwards  becomes  exceedingly  dry 
and  harsh  with  irritation  of  mucous  mem- 
brane. An  eruption  shows  itself  beneath 
the  skin,  or  there  has  been  a  retrocession. 

Sulphite  soda — In  skin  diseases,  where  tongue  is 
broad,  pallid  and  dirty. 

[See  Blood,  Waste.] 


TONSILS. 

Aconite. — Early  stage  of  tonsillitis. 

Guaiac — Great  swelling  with  humidity  and  deep 
redness  of  tonsillar  mucous  membrane,  sub- 
ject to  attacks  of  tonsillitis  with  every  slight 
cold. 

Veratrum. — Locally  to  tonsillar  inflammation. 

Pot.  nitras. — Enlarged  tonsils. 

Phytocacca. — Enlargement  of  lymphatics,  enlarg- 
ed tonsils,  tonsillitis. 

Belladonna.  —  Tonsillitis  with  evidence  of  local 
capillary  congestion. 

Rhus. — Tonsillitis,  sore  throat,  red,  swollen,  the 
upper  margin  of  redness  seems  to  be  dotted 
with  fine  red  points,  shot  with  red. 
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TESTES. 

Pulsatilla.— Simple  testicular  inflammation,  or- 
chitis. 

Phosphorus. — Irritation  of  testes  with  mucoid  dis- 
charges, dragging  in  perineum. 

Phytolacca. — Irritation  of  testes,  enlargement  of 
testes  and  lymphatics  with  pallor. 

Staphysagria. — Allays  irritation  of  testes  and 
prostate,  checks  prostatorrhoea  and  sperma- 
torrhoea ;  nervous  stimulant,  when  patient 
has  gloomy  forebodings  and  violent  outburst 
of  passion. 

Thuya. — Hydrocele.     (Howe.) 

Saw  palmetto. — Has  a  special  influence  upon  the 
glands  of  the  reproductive  system.  Tend- 
ency to  increase  their  functional  activity. 
Specially  useful  in  atrophy  of  testes  or 
uterus. 

Salix  nigra  aments.  —  Sexual  sedative,  relieves 
nocturnal  emissions,  spermatorrhoea,  etc. 
[See  Keproductive  Organs.] 
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TONGUE. 

Muriatic  acid. — Deep  red  tongue,  brown  coat  and 
sordes. 

Sulphite  soda. — Broad,  pallid,  dirty  tongue,  pasty 
white  fur. 

Acetate  potash. — Full  tongue  and  of  a  dull  lilac 
color;  tongue  is  full,  pallid,  slightly  leaden 
and  coated  with  a  pasty  fur  ;  abdomen  lull 
and  doughy  and  skin  is  dirty. 

Chlorate  pot. — Pallid  tongue  with  bad  taste  last- 
ing all  day ;  cadaverous  breath  with  dys- 
pepsia, 

Carbo.  veg. — Salty  taste  in  mouth  with  profuse 
watery,  secretion  and  nausea;  sour  eructations 
after  eating;  a  pallid,  expressionless  tongue, 
with  slight  coat,  lifting  in  patches  ;  feeble 
circulation  with  hemorrhage. 

Podophyllin. — Yellow  coat  on  tongue,  especially 
at  base ;  full  tongue,  dirty  from  base  to  tip 
with  pasty  secretion,  full  abdomen,  full 
veins,  full  tissue,  dizziness,  yellowish  coat- 
ing on  tongue. 

Amygdalis  pers. — Elongated  pointed  tongue,  red- 
tip  and  edges,  gastric  tenderness. 

Donavan's  solution. — Tongue  small  and  its  red- 
ness increased  in  secondary  syphilis. 

Chloride  gold  and  sodium, — Tongue  contracted 
and  redder  than  usual  in  indolent  chancres 
and  buboes,  secondary  and  tertiary  symp- 
toms. 

Broad  pallid  tongue — alkaline  treatment. 

Deep  red  tongue — acid  treatment. 

Hydrocyanic  acid. — Elongated,  pointed  tongue, 
reddened  tip  and  edges. 
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Nitric  acid. — Violet  color  of  tongue,  seems  like 
a  transparent  color  over  red. 

Sulphurous  acid. — Natural  color,  full,  dirty;  tis- 
sues of  throat  look  full  and  lifeless;  tongue 
is  coated  with  a  moist  glutinous  fur,  having 
a  tinge  of  brown,  "spoiled  beef"  tongue. 

Baptisia. — Purplish  colored  tongue ;  typhoid  dis- 
ease by  a  continued  moist  pasty  fur  on  a 
tongue  of  normal  redness  ;  typhoid  or  any 
disease  with  these  symptoms  ;  large  tongue, 
very  thick  in  center,  with  a  solid,  smooth, 
gray  colored  coating,  except  near  the  sides 
where  tongue  is  bare,  with  a  dark  purple 
color ;  breath  very  olfensive  with  a  sweet 
sickening  odor  and  a  dark  somber  color  of 
face. 

Leptandra — Tongue  coated  markedly  white,  but 
not  a  fur. 

Tongue  dry,  thick,  fissured. —  Nux  or  phosphoric 
acid. 

Bismuth  liquor. — Tongue  red,  papillae  prominent; 
uneasy  sensations  in  stomach  towards  the 
close  of  digestion  extending  downwards 
terminating  in  diarrhoea. 

Citrus  limoTium. — Tongue  and  mucous  membrane 
very  red,  urine  being  alkaline. 

Cuprum. — Tongue  usually  clean  and  breath  sweet ; 
skin  a  dirty  greenish  tinge. 

Euphorbia  corol. — Elongated  and  pointed  tongue, 
prominent  papillae ;  uneasy  sensations  in 
stomach  and  bowels  as  if  to  go  to  stool. 

Iodide  pot. — Pale,  leaden  colored  tongue,  usually 
full ;  antisyphilitic  with  these  indications. 
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Mercury. — Tongue  contracted,  elongated,  pointed, 
of  rather  more  than  usual  redness  and  the 
papillae  prominent, 

Nitrate  soda. — Violet  colored,  transparent,  being 
somewhat  pallid  below;  tongue  full,  swol- 
len, covered  with  a  white  or  yellowish 
mucus. 

Nux. — Sallow,  expressionless  tongue,  with  nausea 
and  vomiting  ;  soft  moist  tongue,  yellowish- 
white  coat  of  creamy  consistence. 

Potas.  carbonas. —  Pallid  expressionless  tongue, 
fullness  of  muscles,  great  loss  of  strength. 

Rhus  tox. — Tip  of  tongue  showing  small  red  spots 
on  upper  surface,  sharp  pulse. 

Salicylate  soda  — Tongue  has  a  bluish  pallor  in 
rheumatism. 

Salicylic  acid.  —  Rheumatism  when  tongue  is 
slightly  leaden -colored  and  shows  spots 
w;hen  fur  is  lifted. 

Cheledonium. — Full,  pale,  sallow  tongue  and  mu- 
cous membranes :  skin  pale  and  sallow, 
sometimes  greenish. 

Epilobium. — Dry  red  tongue,  dry  contracted  skin, 
painful  evacuations  ;  in  chronic  diarrhoea 
and  dysentery. 

Ipecac. — Nausea,  vomiting,  where  tongue  is  con- 
tracted or  elongated  and  pointed. 

Phytolacca. — A  pallid,  somewhat  leaden  colored 
tongue,  very  little  coated  and  looking  slick. 

Veratrum  v. — A  deep  red  stripe  down  the  center 
of  tongue,  marked. 
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THROAT. 

Arum  triphyllum. — Intensely  sore  throat,  bleed- 
ing with  marked  fetor ;  sense  of  fullness  and 
swelling  of  throat  and  tongue. 

Iris, — Fullness  of  throat,  enlargement  of  thyroid. 

Penthorum  sed. — Fullness  of  fauces  and  mucous 
membranes  of  pharynx,  with  abundant  se- 
cretion. 

Phytolacca. — Deposits  in  and  upon  the  mucous 
epithelium  of  an  ashy  gray  color,  enlarge- 
ment of  lymphatic  glands,  with  pallor ;  diph- 
theritic sore  throat. 

Kit.  sanguinaria. — Tickling  or  irritation  with 
cough,  sense  of  irritation  of  nose,  burning, 
smarting  or  itching  sensation  in  throat  and 
fauces. 

Stilling  ia. — Irritation  of  superior  pharynx  and 
just  behind  fauces,  causing  cough;  chronic 
sore  throat. 

Aconite. — Inflammatory  condition  of  mucous  mem- 
brane of  throat. 

Baptisia. — Fullness  of  mucous  membranes,  tongue, 
fauces,  pharynx ;  deep  coloration,  not  red, 
purplish. 

Hamamelis. — Pharyngitis,  tonsillitis,  inflamed  fau 
ces,  uvula,  laryngitis,  etc.,  with  thickening 
of  mucous  membranes  with  enfeebled  .cir- 
culation and  increased  secretion ;  enfeebled 
venous  circulation. 

Sulphurous  acid. — Tissues  of  throat  look  full  and 
lifeless. 

Prunella  vulg. — As  a  gargle  in  throat  troubles. 
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Chlorate  pot. — FouL  cadaveric  odor,  mucous  mem- 
branes bluish  white  and  tongue  covered 
with  a  thick  and  dirty  coating  in  sore  throat. 

Rhus. — Sore  throat,  red,  swollen,  the  upper  margin 
of  redness  seems  to  be  dotted  with  fine  red 
points,  shot  with  red. 

Belladonna. — Evidence  of  local  capillary  conges- 
tion. 

Peroxide  Hydrogen. — Dissolves  the  diphtheritic 
membrane. 


THYROID  GLAND, 

Iris. — Enlarged  thyroid  with  anaemic  and  atonic 

conditions.    • 
Thuya. — Locally  to  goitre.     (Howe). 
Phytolacca. — Enlargement  of  lymphatics,  general 

alterative. 
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URINARY  ORGANS. 

Achilla. — Vesical  and  urethral  irritation. 

Cannabis. — To  relieve  irritation  of  the  urinary- 
organs — cystitis,  gonorrhoea,  gleet.  Burn- 
ing in  urethra  and  throughout  urinary  tract, 
frequent  micturition  with  burning. 

Cantharis. — A  stimulant  to  the  urinary  organs, 
especially  the  bladder. 

Chimiphilla  umbel. — Chronic  disease  of  genito- 
urinary mucous  membranes  with  scanty 
urine,  muco-purulent  sediment,  vesical 
tenesmus,  frequent  micturition  and  smart- 
ing pains  ;  chronic  vesical  catarrh. 

Epigcea  repens. — A  tonic  or  astringent  diuretic, 
specifically  adapted  to  chronic  affections  of 
the  urinary  apparatus,  attended  by  irrita- 
tion, an  increased  secretion  of  mucus  or  by 
a  purulent  discharge. 

Equisetum. — A  mild  and  simple  diuretic,  inval- 
uable in  gravel  and  irritation  of  urinary  or- 
gans, with  dysuria  and  pain  after  urinating  ; 
also  in  suppression  of  urine  and  dropsical 
affections. 

Eupatorium  pur  p. — To  increase  secretion  of  urine  ; 
to  relieve  irritation  of  the  urinary  passages  ; 
urine  scanty,  milky  ;  weight  in  loins. 

Hydrangea. — Valuable  in  diseases  of  the  urinary 
apparatus,  to  relieve  irritation. 

Lappa  offic. — To  lessen  irritation  of  the  urinary 
apparatus  and  increase  secretion  of  urine, 
especially  in  cases  where  saline  diuretics 
are  contra-indicated. 
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Piper  methyst — Allays  irritation  of    genito-urin- 

ary  tract. 
Rhus  aromat. — In   renal  and  urinary   affections^ 

hemorrhage  from  kidneys,  incontinence. 
Serpentaria. — Sensation  of  weight  and  dragging 

in  loins  with  scanty   secretion  of  urine,  or 

urine  containing  the  triple  phosphates. 
Trilium  repens.  —  Relieves   irritation   of  urinary 

organs,  cures  gravel. 
Spir.  ether,  nitrosi. — Frequent  but  scanty  passages 

of  urine. 
Apocynum. — Fullness  of  cellular  tissue,  oedema. 
Stigmata  maycl. — A  mild  stimulating  diuretic  in 

acute  and  chronic  inflammations  of  urinary 

apparatus. 
Agrimonia. — Gives  tone  to  the  urinary  organs. 
Cubeba. — Exerts  a  direct  influence  upon  the  blad- 
der and  urethra. 
Eryngium. — Irritation   with   burning  in   bladder 

and  urethra. 
[See  Urethra,  Kidneys,  Bladder,  Micturition,  Urine.] 
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URINE. 

Kalmia  lat. — Urine   low  spec,  grav.,  with  back- 
ache of  a  dull,  heavy  character. 
Hydrangea. — Urinary  calculi,  stone  in  bladder. 
Aconite. — Albuminuria  with  small  and  sharp  pulse, 

Veratrum. — Albuminuria  with  full  and  bounding 
pulse. 

Rhus. — Albuminuria  with  rapid  and  wiry  pulse, 
restless  and  delirium. 

Lacliesis.  —  Albuminuria  with  rapid  fluttering 
pulse. 

Nitro-glycerine — Albuminuria  with  feeble  labor- 
ed pulse. 

Jaborandi. — Albuminuria  with  full  hard  pulse. 

Lycopus. — Albuminuria  with  frequent  pulse. 

Gelseminum. — Albuminuria  with  bright  eyes,  pu- 
pils contracted. 

Belladonna. — Albuminuria  with  dilated  pupils, 
dullness  and  hebetude. 

Ergot. — Albuminuria  without  disposition  to  sleep. 

Acidum  benzoicum. — Very  strong  smelling  urine  ; 
irritable  bladder  with  deposits  of  uric  acid 
or  triple  phosphates. 

Citrus  limonum. — Urine  alkaline  in  rheumatism, 
with  very  red  tongue  and  mucous  mem- 
branes. 

Eupatorium,  purp. — Urine  scanty  and  milky ; 
weight  in  loins  ;  skin  hot  and  dry. 

Benzoate  lithium. — Passage  of  mucus  with  phos- 
phates from  bladder. 

Mentha  vir.— Scanty  secretion  of  urine,  frequent 
desire  to  pass  water. 

Potassce  nitras. — Urine  scanty  with  difficult  res- 
piration. 
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Belladonna. — Passage  of  large  quantities  of  limpid 
urine  ;  diabetes  insip. 

Barosma. — A  highly  acid  urine,  constant  desire 
to  urinate  and  little  or  no  relief  from  mic- 
turition. 

Cliionantlius. — Clay-colored  stools;  high  colored 
urine,  coloring  the  clothing  yellow. 

Lycopodium. — Chronic  diseases  of  kidneys  when 
there  is  blood  in  urine. 

Polytrichum  Junip. — Uric  acid  diathesis,  lithaemia. 

Nux. — Urine  free  but  high  colored,  colors  the 
napkins. 

Phosphorus. — Urine  contains  mucus,  sometimes 
pus  and  is  passed  with  difficulty. 

Serpentaria. — Sensation  of  weight  and  dragging 
in  loins,  with  scanty  secretion  of  urine  or 
urine  containing  the  triple  phosphates.

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Calendula. — Varicose  veins,  especially  of  lower 
extremities. 

Hamamelis. — Enfeebled  venous  circulation,  pas- 
sive hemorrhage,  fullness  of  veins,  inclined 
to  dilatation. 
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URETHRA. 

Gleety  discharge  from  urethra,  chronic,  unaccom- 
panied by  pain  or  stricture. — Jacaranda 
proc.  locally. 

Eryngium. — Burning  in  urethra  and  bladder, 
frequent  urinating. 

Apis. — Itching  and  burning  in  urethra  and  blad- 
der. 

Balsam  copaiba — Itching,  smarting,  burning  sen- 
sations in  urethra  after  urinating,  mucous 
discharge  from  urethra  ;  inflammation  and 
swelling  of  urethral  orifice. 

Cubeba. — In  second  stage  of  gonorrhoea  when  the 
acute  irritation  has  passed  away. 

Cannabis, — Burning  in  urethra  and  throughout 
urinary  organs ;  frequent  micturition  with 
burning. 

Gelseminum. — Urethritis,  scanty  urine  with  fre- 
quent desire  to  micturate  and  burning,  ir- 
ritation of  nerve  centers. 

Staphysagria.  —  Quiets  irritation  and  checking 
mucus  or  mucopurulent  discharges,  sense 
of  fullness  in  urethra  and  about  anus.

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VOMITING. 

Lime  water. — Vomiting  curdled  milk. 

JSuj. — Sallow  expresbionless  mouth  and  tongue,, 
vomiting. 

Rheum. — Irritation  of  stomach,  tongue  enlonga- 
ted,  reddened  at  tip  and  edges. 

Bismuth  sub. — Foul  smelling  vomiting,  gastralgia 
with  iiritation  of  stomach. 

Menthol. — Vomiting  of  pregnancy. 

Ipecac. — Tongue  contracted  or  elongated  and 
pointed. 

Aconite. — Vomiting,  irritation  of  mucous  mem- 
brane of.  stomach,  small  and  frequent  pulse. 

Veratrum  album. — Persistent  vomiting  ;  large 
watery  evacuations. 

Sulphate  zinc. — Nausea  and  vomiting  during  preg- 
nancy— applied  to  os  uteri. 

Dynamyne. — Vomiting  of  pregnancy — applied  to 
os  tincne.     (Howe). 

Amygclalus. — Nausea  and  vomiting,  tongue  small 
red  and  pointed. 

Eamamelis. — When  child  throws  up  its  food  per- 
sistently, mixed  with  mucus. 

Hydrocyanic  acid. — Relieves  irritation  of  stom- 
ach and  checks  vomiting  from  this  cause ; 
uneasy  sensations  in  stomach  with  painful 
retchings,  elongated,  pointed  tongue,  with 
reddened  tip  and  edges.

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WASTE,  EXCRETION. 

Potas.  Ferrocyanidum. —  Slow  imperfect  waste 
and  nutrition  with  hysteria  or  hypochon- 
driasis. 

Soda  Sulphas. — To  increase  waste,  when  skin  is 
full,  inelastic  with  brownish- sallow  discol- 
oration. 

Alnus. — To  increase  waste  and  improve  nutrition, 

Chioitanthus.  —  Imperfect  waste  and  excretion 
with  yellowish  coating  on  tongue,  yellowish 
skin  and  eyes. 

Corydalis. — Alterative,  tonic,  antisyphilitic.  In- 
creases waste  and  improves  nutrition. 

Iris. — Increases  waste  and  improves  nutrition; 
any  case  where  we  have  bad  blo'od  and  im- 
perfect nutrition. 

Phytolacca. — Direct  influence  upon  the  processes 
of  waste  and  nutrition. 

Podophyllum. — Alterative,  increases  waste,  stim- 
ulates the  processes  of  digestion  and  nu- 
trition. 

Acetate  pot. — Increases  waste  from  the  blood  ;  re- 
nal depurant. 

Bern,  lithia. — Breath  fetid,  general  evidence  of 
imperfect  waste  and  nutrition,  mucus,  mu- 
co-pus  or  phosphates  with  urine,  urinary 
difficulty. 

Iodine. — Increases  retrograde  metamorphosis. 

[See  Blood,    Tissues.] 
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Viburnum. — Cramps  of  lower  limbs. 

Amman  mur. — Deep  or  dull  redness  of  the  surface, 
effaced  by  pressure  slowly  returns. 

Potassce  carbonas  — Greater  loss  of  strength  than 
can  be  accounted  for  by  conditions  of  dis- 
ease;  fullness  of  muscles,  pallid  tongue. 

Phosphorus. — Discharges  of  mucus  from  rectum, 
dragging  in  perineum,  sense  of  weariness 
Irum  lower  extremities. 

Cannabis. — A  remedy  for  chronic  alcoholismus. 

ChamomiUa. — As  a  diaphoretic  in  colds. 

Dulcamara. — Feeble  circulation,  cold,  purplish 
extremities,  lullness  of  tissues,  tendency  to 
oedema  and  a  scaiy  condition  of  the  skin. 

Euonymus. — Prostration,  with  irritation  of  nerve 
centers  ;  in  periodic  diseases  and  supple- 
menting the  action  of  quinine. 

Galium. — in  cancer;  as  a  general  remedy  and  a 
local  application. 

Frasera  car. — A  mild,  pure  and  simple  bitter 
tunic. 

Fraximus  amer. — in  small  doses,  a  tonic,  astrin- 
gent and  decided  alterative ;  for  dyspepsia, 
general  debility  and  cachexia. 

(rrindelia.— As  a  cure  lor  poisoning  from  rhus 
tox. 

Hamamelis. — Astringent,  antiseptic,  locally  in 
sprains,  bruises,  flabby  foul  fetid  sores,  etc. ; 
veins  are  full  and  feeble,  varicose,  tissue 
solt,  relaxed,  swollen 

Hydrastis. — A  fine  tonic  during  convalescence, 
improving  digestion  and  nutrition. 
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Jacaranda. — Very  active  tonic,  antisypilitic,  for 

worn  down  constitutions. 
Jaborandi. — Powerfully   increases   the   secretory 

action    of    the   sudoriparous   and   salivary 

glands ;  galactagogue. 
Kameela. — A  taeniafuge  ;  produces  purgation  and 

large  doses  cause  griping  and  emesis. 

Lycopodium. — When  there  is  extreme  sensitive- 
ness of  the  surface  ;  sensitiveness  of  a  part 
and  care  to  prevent  its  being  touched  ;  ex- 
treme sensitiveness  of  organs  of  special 
sense,  with  pale,  livid  or  dirty  complexion  ; 
worse  in  the  afternoon  from  2  to  4,  high 
colored  red  urine. 

Nepeta  cat. — Diaphoretic  and  carminative ;  the 
child's  remedy. 

Pinus  can. — In  colds,  coughs,  catarrhal  affections, 
gastric  irritation  with  vomiting,  diarrhoea ; 
a  valuable  astringent. 

Plantago  major. — Employed  in  menorrhagia,  leu- 
corrhoea,  dysuria,  hemorrhoids,  incipient 
phthisis,  hemorrhage  from  lungs.  A  rem- 
edy for  toothache,  applied  with  cotton. 

Mur.  cocaine. — Teething  children — 4  per  cent 
solution  rubbed  on  gums. 

Pelomonium. — Coldness   of    surface,    dry   torpid, 
constricted  skin,  general  languor  and  inter- 
nal venous  congestion  ;  diaphoretic  and  ex 
pectorant. 

Sarracenia. — Said  to  powerfully  antidote  the  poi 
sons  of  contagious  diseases— small-pox,  lepra, 
measles,  etc. ;  a  remedy   for   syphilis   and 
jaundice. 
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Str ammonium. — Antidote  to  opium  habit,  com 
bined  with  a  stimulant ;  delirium  tremens 
when  patient  is  passionate  and  violent. 

Thuya. — Condylomata  about  the  nates,  warts. 

Mullein  oil. — Earache,  deafness. 

Aloes. — Ascaris  vermicularis. 

Phytolacca. — In  parotitis,  orchitis. 

Bismuth. — Locally  to  chancres,  chafing  of  infants. 

Comp.  tonic  mixture  or  triple  phos.  comp. — Val- 
uable tonic. 

Sulphide  of  calcium. — Catarrhal  conditions  ;  boils. 

Acid  sol.  iron. — As  a  tonic  in  debilitated  condi- 
tions. 

Santonin. — Children  crying  out  in  their  sleep, 
picking  of  the  nose,  irregular  appetite,  itch- 
ing of  anus,  worms  or  not. 

Belladonna. — Arrests  lacteal  secretion. 

Sulphur. — Applied  locally  to  scabies. 
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
